I give thanks unto thee, 0 King, who liveth and endureth, who 
hast mercifully restored my soul unto me; great is thy faithfulness. 

On arising, wash the hands three limes alternately, and say the 
following: 

The beginning of wisdom is the fear of the Lord; a good under¬ 
standing to all that fulfill them (his commandments) : His praise 
endureth forever. Blessed be the name of his glorious kingdom 
for ever and ever. 

On putting on the Arbah Kanfoth, say the following: 

Blessed art thou, 0 Lord our God, King of the universe, who 
hast sanctified us by thy commandments, and hast commanded us 
concerning the precept of the fringed garment. 

May it be acceptable in thy presence, 0 Lord my God, and the 
God of my fathers, that it be accounted the commandment of the 
fringes before thee as though I had fulfilled it in all its details, 
particulars, and hallowed intentions, with the 613 precepts there¬ 
unto attached. Amen, Selah!

While examining the Tzizilh of the Tallith, say the following: 

In the name of the Holy Unity, blessed be he; In the name of 
him who is concealed and hidden. In the name of all Israel. 

I am here enwrapping my body in the fringed robe, so shall 
my soul and the 248 members of my body and the 365 of my 
veins, which amount to 613, be enwrapped in the light of the 
fringes. And even as I cover myself with a Tallith in this world, 
so may I be worthy of a robe of the learned and of a beauteous 
Tallith in the world to come, in the garden of Eden. And through 
the commandment of the fringes shall be delivered my soul, and 
rny spirit, and my prayer from outside evils, and the Tallith may 
spread its wings over them, and deliver them as an eagle that 
stirreth up her nest, that llutterelh over her young. And may be 
counted the commandment of the fringes before the most Holy, 
blessed be he, as if I had fulfilled it with all its details, and 
its particulars, and its meanings, and the 613 commandments that 
depend on it. Amen! Selah! 

Enwrap yourself in the Tallith, and say:

hand, and they shall be for frontlets between thine eyes. Within these 
Tephillin are placed four sections of the Law, that declare the absolute 
unity of God, and that remind us of the miracles and wonders which he 
wrought for us when lie brought us forth from Egypt, even he who hath 
power over the highest and the lowest to deal with them according to his 
will. He hath commanded us to lay the Tephillin upon the hand as a 
memorial of his outstretched arm; opposite the heart, to indicate the duly of 
subjecting the longings and designs of our heart to his service, blessed be 
he; and upon the head over against the brain, thereby teaching that the 
mind, whose seat is in the brain, together with all senses and faculties, is 
to be subjected to his service, blessed be he. May the effect of the precept 
thus observed be to extend to me long life with sacred influences and holy 
thoughts, free from every approach, even in imagination, to siii and iniquity. 
May the evil inclination not mislead or entice us, but may we be led to 
serve the Lord as it is in our hearts to do.

And I will betroth thee unto me for ever; yea, I will betroth thee unto me 
in righteousness, and in judgment, and in loving-kindness, and in mercy; I 
will even betroth thee unto me in faithfulness; and thou shalt know the Lord. 


After putting on the Tephillin, say: 

And the Lord said unto Moses, saying: Sanctify to me every firstborn, 
whatsoever openeth the womb, among the children of Israel, both of men 
and of beast; to me it belongclh. And Moses said unto the people: Re¬ 
member this day, in which you went out from Egypt, out of the house of 
slavery', for by strength of hand the Lord brought you out from here: and 
no leavened bread shall be eaten. This day you are going out, in the month 
of ripe ears. And it shall be, when the Lord shall bring thee into the land of 
the Canaanite, and the Hittite, and the Amorite, and the Hivite, and the 
Jcbusitc, which he hath sworn to thy fathers to give thee, a land flowing 
with milk and honey, that thou shalt perform this service in this month. 
Seven days thou shalt eat unleavened bread, and the seventh day shall be 
a feast to the Lord. Unleavened bread shall be eaten the seven days: and 
no unleavened bread shall be seen with thee, and no leavened bread shall be 
seen with thee in all thy territory. And thou shall tell to the son in that 
day, saying: It is because of that which the Lord did for me, when I went 
out from Egypt. And it shall be to thee for a sign upon thy hand, and for a 
memorial between thy eyes; in order that the law of the Lord may be in thy 
mouth; for with a strong hand hath the Lord brought thee out from Egypt. 
And thou shalt keep this ordinance in its season, from year to year. And it 
shall be when the Lord shall bring thee into the land of the Canaanite, as 
he hath sworn to thee and to thy fathers, and he shall give it to thee. Thou 
shalt set apart all that openeth the womb to the Lord, and every firstling 
that cometh of a beast which thou shalt have, the males, shall belong to 
the Lord, And every firstling of an ass thou shalt redeem with a lamb; and 
if thou wilt not redeem it, thou shalt break its neck; and every firstborn 
of man among thy sons shalt thou redeem. And it shall be, when thy son 
shall ask thee in time to come, saying: What is this? that thou shalt say 
unto him: By strength of hand the Lord brought us out from Egypt: from 
the house of slavery. And it came to pass, when Pharaoh was too hard to 
send us away, that the Lord slew every firstborn in the land of Egypt, from 
the firstborn of man and unto the firstborn of beast, therefore I sacrifice to 
the Lord all that openeth the womb, the males; but every firstborn of my 
sons I redeem. And it shall be for a sign upon thy hand, and for frontlets 
between thy eyes; for by strength of hand the Lord brought us out from 
Egypt.

Reader: Blessed art thou, 0 Lord our God, King of the universe, 
who raisest up them that are bowed down. Cong.: Amen. 

Reader: Blessed art thou, 0 Lord our God, King of the universe, 
who spreadest forth the earth above the waters. Cong.: Amen. 

Reader: Blessed art thou, 0 Lord our God, King of the universe, 
who hast made firm the steps of man. Cong.: Amen. 

Reader: Blessed art thou, 0 Lord our God, King of the universe, 
who hast supplied my every want. Cong.: Amen. 

Reader: Blessed art thou, 0 Lord our God, King of the universe, 
who girdest Israel with might. Cong.: Amen. 
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Reader: Blessed art thou. 0 Lord our God, King of the universe, 
who crownest Israel with glory. Cong .: Amen. 

Reader: Blessed art thou, 0 Lord our God, King of the universe, 
who givest strength to the weary. Cong.: Amen. 

Blessed art thou, 0 Lord our God, King of the universe, who 
removest sleep from mine eyes and slumber from mine eyelids. 

And may it be thy will, 0 Lord our God of our fathers, to 
make us familiar with thy Law, and to make us cleave to thy 
commandments. 0 lead us not into the power of sin, or of trans¬ 
gression or iniquity, or of temptation, or of scorn: let not the 
evil inclination have sway over us: keep us far from a bad man 
and a evil companion: make us cleave to the good inclination and 
to good deeds: subdue our inclination so that it may submit itself 
unto thee; ( Reader ) and let us obtain this day, and every day, 
grace, favor and mercy in thine eyes, and in the eyes of all who 
behold us; and bestow loving-kindness upon us. Blessed art thou, 
0 Lord, who bestowest loving-kindness upon thy people Israel. 
Cong.: Amen. 

May it be thy will, 0 Lord my God and God of my fathers, to 
deliver me this day and every day from shamelessness and shame¬ 
less men, irom an evil man, from an evil inclination, from an 
evil companion, from an evil neighbor, from an accident, from 
an evil eye, from an evil tongue, irom slander, from false testi¬ 
mony, from misanthropy, from false accusations, from sudden 
death, from sore diseases, from evil occurrences, from the cor¬ 
rupting tempter, from an unjust judgment, from an unjust op- 
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ponent, be he a son of the covenant or be he not a son of the 
covenant, and from the punishment of the Gehena. 

Our God! and the God of our Fathers! 0 remember us with a 
good memorial before thee, and visit us with the visitations of 
salvation and mercy, from the ancient heaven of heavens; and 
remember unto us, 0 Lord! our God! the covenant, the mercy, 
and the oath, which thou didst swear unto our ancestor(Abraham), 
upon Mount Moriah, and the act of binding his son (Isaac) upon 
the alter, as it is written in thy law. 

And it came to pass, after those things that God tempted 
Abraham, and said unto him, Abraham, and he said, Behold, 
here am I. And he said, Take now thy son, thine only son Isaac, 
whom thou lovest, and get thee into the land of Moriah, and olTer 
him up there for a burnt-offering, upon one of the mountains 
which I will tell thee of. And Abraham rose up early in the 
morning, and saddled his ass, and took two of his young men 
with him, and Isaac his son; and cleaved the wood for the burnt- 
offering, and went unto the place of which God had told him. 
Then, on the third day, did Abraham lift up his eyes, and saw the 
place afar off. And Abraham said unto his young men, abide you 
here with the ass, and I and the lad will go yonder, and worship 
and come again to you. And Abraham took the wood of the burnt- 
offering, and laid it upon Isaac, his son, and he took the fire in 
his hand, and a knife; and they went both of them together. And 
Isaac spoke unto Abraham, his father, and said, My father; and 
he said, Here am I, my son. And he said, Behold the fire and the 
wood; but where is the lamb for a burnt-offering? And Abraham 
said, My son, God will provide himself a lamb for a burnt-offering; 
so they went both of them together. And they came to the place 
which God had told him, and Abraham built an altar there, and 
laid the wood upon him, and bound Isaac, his son, and placed him 
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on the altar upon the wood. And Abraham stretched forth his 
hand, and took the knife to slay his son. And the angel of the 
Lord called unto him out of heaven, and said, Abraham, Abraham, 
and he said, Here am I. And he said, Lay not thine hand upon the 
lad, nor do any harm unto him; for 1 know that thou fearest God, 
seeing thou hast not withheld thy son, thine only son, from me. 
And Abraham lifted up his eyes and looked, and beheld, behind 
him a ram caught in the thicket by his horns; and Abraham went 
and took the ram and offered him up for a burnt-offering, in the 
stead of his son. And Abraham called the name of the place 
Adonoy Yireh; as it is said to this day, in the mount of the Lord 
it shall be seen. And the angel of the Lord called unto Abraham 
out of heaven the second time, and said, By myself have 1 sworn, 
said the Lord, for because thou hast done this tiling, and hast not 
withheld thy son, thine only son, I will bless thee, and 1 will 
multiply thy seed as the stars in the heaven, and as the sand 
which is upon the sea shore; and thy seed shall possess the gate of 
its enemies; and in thy seed shall all the nations of the earth be 
blessed, because thou hast obeyed my voice. So Abraham returned 
to his young men, and they rose up, and went together to Beer- 
sheba; and Abraham dwelt at Beer-sheba. 

Sovereign of the universe! As Abraham our father suppressed his com¬ 
passion, in order to perform thy will with his whole heart, so may thy 
compassion suppress thy anger against us; and let thy compassion be added 
to thy other measures; and let thy conduct with us be, 0 Lord our God, 
with the measure of loving-kindness and with the measure of compassion; 
and with thy great goodness may the fierceness of thy wrath turn aside 
from thy people, from thy city, from thy land and from thy heritage. Ful¬ 
fill to us, 0 Lord our God, the word which thou hast promised us through 
Moses thy servant; as it is said: And I will remember my covenant with 
Jacob, also my covenant with Isaac, and my covenant with Abraham I will 
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remember; and the land I will remember. And it is said again: And yet for 
all that, when they are in the land of their enemies, I will not reject them, 
neither will I abhor them, to destroy them utterly, and to break my covenant 
with them; for I am the Lord their God. And it is said again: But 1 will 
for their sake remember the covenant of their ancestors, whom I brought 
forth out of the land of Egypt in the sight of the nations, that I might be 
their God; I am the Lord. And it is said again: Then the Lord thy God will 
turn thy captivity, and have compassion upon thee, and will return and 
gather thee from all the people, whither the Lord thy God hath scattered 
thee. If any of thine that are dispersed be in the uttermost parts of heaven, 
from thence will the Lord thy God gather thee, and from thence will lie 
fetch thee. And it is said again: And the Lord thy God will bring th«*e into 
the land which thy fathers possessed, and thou shalt possess it; and lie will 
do unto thee good, and multiply thee above thy fathers. And it is said again 
through the prophets: 0 Lord, be gracious unto us, we have waited for 
thee; be thou their arm every morning, our salvation also in the time of 
trouble. And it is said again: And it is a time of trouble unto Jacob, but 
out of it shall he be saved. And it is said again: In all their affliction he 
was afflicted, and the angel of his presence saved them; in his love and in 
his pity he redeemed them; and he bore them, and he carried them all the 
days of old. And it is said again: Who is a God like unto thee, that pardoncth 
the iniquity, and passeth by the transgression of the remnant of his heritage? 
He retaineth not his anger for ever, because he dclightcth in mercy. He will 
again have compassion upon us; he will subdue our iniquities; and thou 
wilt cast all their sins into the depths of the sea. And all the iniquity of thy 
people, the house of Israel, thou shalt cast into a place where there shall be 
no remembrance of them left, and no mention of them be any more made, 
and they shall not be thought of evermore. And it is said again: Thou wilt 
show faithfulness unto Jacob, mercy to Abraham, as thou hast sworn unto 
our fathers from the days of old. And it is said again: And I will bring them 
unto my holy mountain, and I will make them rejoice in my house of prayer; 
their burnt-offerings and their sacrifices shall be accepted on mine altar; for 
my house shall be called a house of prayer for all people. 

A man should ever fear Heaven even in private. He should 
acknowledge the truth and speak the truth in his heart. Let him 
rise up early and say:— 
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Sovereign of all the worlds, and Lord of lords, not because of 
our righteous deeds do we present our supplication before thee, 
but for thy great mercies. What are we? What is our life? What 
is our piety? What are our acts of righteousness? What is our 
salvation? What is our strength? What is our might? What shall 
we say before thee, 0 Lord our God and God of our fathers? Are 
not all the mighty ones like naught before thee, and men of fame 
as though they were not, wise men as if they were without 
knowledge, and men of understanding as though they were void 
of discretion? For the multitude of their works is emptiness, and 
the days of their life are vanity before thee; and the pre-eminence 
of man over beast is naught; for all is vanity; except the pure 
soul that will have to give account and reckoning before thy throne 
of majesty. And all nations are as naught before thee, as it is 
said: Behold, the nations are as a drop of a bucket, and are 
counted as the small dust of the balance; behold the isles arc as 
mote in weight. 

lfowbeit we are thy people, the children of thy covenant, the 
children of Abraham that loved thee and to whom thou didst make 
oath on Mount Moriah, the seed of Isaac his only son. who was 
bound upon the alter, the congregation of Jacob thy son and hrsl- 
born, whose name out of the love thou didst bear him and I he joy 
with which thou didst rejoice over him thou didst call Israel and 
Jeshurun. 

It is therefore our duty to give thanks unto thee, to praise thee 
and to glorify thee, to bless and hallow and render praise and 
thanksgiving to thy Name. Happy are we! How goodly is our 
portion, how pleasant our lot, how beautiful our inheritance! 

Reader: Happy are we, who, when early in the morning and in 
the evening when we congregate in the houses of prayer and in the 
houses of learning, we declare the unity of thy name, every day 
continually, and utter in love, twice daily: 
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Cong., reader repeals : Hear, 0 Israel: the Lord our God. the 
Lord is One. 

Blessed be His name, whose glorious kingdom is for ever and 
ever. 

Thou wast ere yet the world was created. Thou wast after its 
creation, thou art in this world and will be in the world to come. 
Sanctify thy name upon them that sanctify it, yea. sanctify thy 
name throughout thy world; and through thy salvation. O our 
King, let our horn be exalted and raised on high, and bring us 
thy salvation speedily for the sake of thy name. Blessed be he 
who sanctifieth his name amongst the many. 

Thou art the Lord our God in heaven and on earth, and in the 
highest heaven of heavens. Verily thou art the first and thou art 
the last, and beside thee there is no God. 0. gather the scattered 
ones that hope for thee from the four corners of the earth. Let all 
the inhabitants of the world perceive and know that thou art God, 
thou alone, 0 most High, over all the kingdoms of the earth. Thou 
hast made the heavens and the earth, the sea and all that is therein; 
and which among all the works of thy hands, among those above 
and among those beneath, can say unto thee, What doest thou or 
what performest thou? Our father who art in heaven (thou living 
and ever-existing), deal with us in charity and kindness for the 
sake of thy great and mighty name by which we are called; and 
fulfill unto us the word which thou hast promised through Zepha- 
niah thy prophet: At that time will I bring you in, and at that time 
will I gather you; for I will make you a name and a praise among 
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all the people of the earth, when I bring back your captivity 
before your eyes, saith the Lord. 

And the Lord spake unto Moses, saying: Thou shalt also make 
a laver of brass, and his foot also of brass, to wash withal; and 
thou shalt put it between the tabernacle of the congregation and 
the altar, and thou shall put water therein. For Aaron and his sons 
shall wash their hands and their feet thereat. When they go into 
the tabernacle of the congregation, they shall wash with water, 
that they die not, or when they come near to the altar to minister, 
to make burnt-offerings unto the Lord. So they shall wash their 
hands and their feet, that they die not: and it shall be a statute for 
ever to them, even to him and to his seed throughout their genera* 
tion. 

May it be acceptable in thy presence, 0 Lord, our Cod and Cod of our 
ancestors, to have compassion on us, to pardon all our sins, to forgive all 
our iniquities, and to grant us remission for all our transgressions; and that 
the Holy temple may speedily be rebuilt in our days, that we may offer in 
thy presence the daily burnt-oflering, that it may atone for us, as thou hast 
commanded us in thy Law, written and delivered by the hands of thy servant 
Moses; as it is said: 

And the Lord spake unto Moses, saying: Command the children of Israel, 
and say unto them: My offering, my food for my sacrifices made by fire, of 
a sweet savour unto me, shall ye observe to offer unto me in their due 
season. And thou shalt say unto them: This is the offering made by fire 
which ye shall offer unto the Lord; two lie-lambs of the first year without 
blemish daily, for a continual burnt-offering. The one lamb shalt thou offer 
in the morning, and the other lamb shall thou offer at even; and a tenth 
part of an ephah of fine flour for a meal-offering, mingled with the fourth 
part of an hin of beaten oil. It is a continual burnt-offering, which was 
ordained on Mount S/nai for a sweet savour, a sacrifice made by the fire 
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unto the Lord. And the drink-offering thereof shall be the fourth part of 
an hin for the one lamb: in the holy place shall thou pour out a drink- 
offering of strong drink unto the Lord. And the other lamb shalt thou offer 
at even: as the meal-offering of the morning, and as the drink-offering 
thereof, thou shalt offer it, a sacrifice made by fire, of a sweet savour unto 
the Lord. 

And he shall slaughter on the side of the altar, northward before the 
Lord; and the priests, Aaron’s sons, shall sprinkle its blood around the 
altar. 

May it be the will of the Lord our God and the God of our fathers, that 
this prayer be accounted for and accepted as if we had sacrificed the daily 
sacrifice in its proper time and on its proper place and according it> laws. 


Thou art the Lord, our God, before whom our ancestors burnt incense, 
whilst the Holy Temple was standing, as thou didst command them through 
Moses thy prophet, as it is written in thy law: 

And the Lord said unto Moses: Take unto thee sweet spices, 
Stacte, and Onycha, and Galbanum; these sweet spices with pure 
Frankincense: of each there shall be an equal weight. And thoui 
shalt make it a perfume, a confection after the art of an apothecary, 
tempered together, pure and holy. And thou shalt beat some of it 
very small, and put it before the testimony in the tabernacle of the 
congregation, where I will meet with thee: it shall be unto you 
most holy. And it is said: “And Aaron shall burn thereon (on the 
altar) incense of spices every morning; when he dresseth the 
lamps he shall burn incense upon it. And when Aaron lightelh the 
lamps at evening, he shall burn incense upon it; a perpetual burn¬ 
ing of incense before the Lord throughout your generations/’ 
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The rabbis have taught how the mixture of the perfume of 
incense was made; it contained three hundred and sixty-eight 
manehs. Three hundred and sixty-five of which were according 
to the number of days of the solar year; and of the three remaining 
manehs. the high priest was to take his hands full, on the day of 
atonement; these were again put into the mortar on the eve of 
the day of atonement, and pounded into micronic fineness, to per¬ 
form the commandments: “Take the finest beaten incense.” It was 
composed of eleven sorts of spices; viz., Balm, Onycha, Galbanum. 
Frankincense, of each an equal weight, viz., seventy manehs; 
Myrrh, Cassia, Spikenard, and Saffron, of each an equal weight, 
sixteen manehs; Coslus, twelve manehs; the rind of an odoriferous 
tree, three manehs; Cinnamon, nine manehs; soap of Carsina. 
nine kabs; wine of capers (or Cyprus), three seahs, and three 
kabs: and if Cyprus wine could not be had, strong while wine 
was substituted for it; salt of Sodom, the fourth part of a kab: 
and of an herb called Ma’aleh Ashan, a small quantity. Rabbi 
Nathan, the Babylonian said: “Also a small quantity of the amber 
of Jordan.” If Honey was mixed with it, it was profaned; and if it 
was deficient in any one of its ingredients, he was accounted to 
have incurred the penalty of death. 

Rabbi Simeon, the son of Gamliel, saith: That the Balm issues 
from an incision in the tree called Balsamum. And for what pur¬ 
pose did they use the soap of Carsina? to refine the Onycha (or 
Cloves), that it might have a handsome appearance; and for what 
purpose was the wine of Cyprus brought? to soak the Cloves (or 
Onycha) therein, that it might become hard; and though another 
substance was also proper for the purpose, yet it was not used, 
because it was not decent to bring it into the temple. 
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It was learned, Rabbi Nathan says: When he pounds it he says: 
Pound it thin, thin pound it, because the voice is good for the 
spices. If he prepared one half thereof it is also right; but if he 
prepared one third part or one fourth part thereof, we have not 
heard it to be right. Rabbi Judah said: This is the rule, if accord¬ 
ing to its measure it is right even one half thereof; but if he 
omitted one of its spices he was liable to the penalty of death. 

It was learned, Bar Kappara says: Once in sixty or seventy 
years it was prepared from the remainders about one half. And 
furthermore has Bar Kappara learned: if he had put therein a 
small quantity of honey, no man could stand because of its odor; 
and why was not mixed therein honey? Because the Law says: You 
shall not burn any leaven, nor any honey, as a fire-offering to the 
Lord. 

Say three times : 

The Lord of hosts is with us; a stronghold for us is the God of 
Jacob. Selah! 

Say three times: 

0 Lord of hosts! Happy is the man that trusteth in thee. 

Say three times: 

0 Lord, save; may the King answer us in the day when we call. 

Thou art a hiding place to me; from distress thou wilt preserve 
me; with songs of deliverance thou wilt surround me. Selah! Then 
shall be pleasant to the Lord the offering of Judah and Jerusalem, 
as in the days of old and as in ancient years. 

Abayyeh disposed the order of the daily service in the temple as ap¬ 
pointed by the Talmudists; and according to the opinion of Abba Saul. The 
great order preceded the second order of the incense; and the second order 
of incense preceded the ranging of the two pieces of wood upon the altar; 
and the ranging of the two pieces of wood preceded the removal of the 
ashes from the inner altar and the removal of the ashes from the inner altar 
preceded the dressing of the five lamps of the candlestick; and the dressing 
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of the five lamps preceded the sprinkling of the blood of the continual 
offering, and the sprinkling of the blood of the continual offering pre¬ 
ceded the dressing of the two lamps; and the dressing of the two lamps 
preceded the burning of incense; and the incense preceded the offering 
of the members of the sacrifice; and the offering of the members pre¬ 
ceded the meat-offering and the meat-offering preceded the baked meat¬ 
offering and the baked meat offering preceded the drink-offerings; and the 
drink-offerings preceded the additional offering; and the additional offer¬ 
ings preceded the two spoons of Francinsence; and the two spoons of 
Francincense preceded the continual evening offering; as it is said: "And 
he shall lay the burnt-offering in order upon it, and he shall burn thereon 
the fat of the peace-offerings;” i.e., he shall therewith finish all the offer¬ 
ings of the day. 

0 Lord! We beseech thee to loosen, with the greatness of thy powerful 
right hand, those that arc bound in captivity. Accept the cry of thy people; 
exalt and purify us, 0 thou who art tremendous! 0, most powerful God! 
we beseech thee to preserve, as the apple of the eye, those that seek thee, 
who art God alone. Bless and purify them, and continually requite them 
according to thy merciful righteousness. Thou, who art most mighty and 
holy! guide thy congregate people with thine abundant goodness. Thou, 
who art God alone, and most excellent, regard thy people, who continually 
make mention of thy holiness. Accept our prayers, and hearken to our cries. 
0 Thou! to whom all secrets are known. Blessed he the name of the glory 
of his kingdom for ever and ever! 

Sovereign of the universe! thou didst command us to offer the daily 
sacrifice in its appointed time; and that the priests should officiate in their 
proper service, and the Lcvites at their desk, and the Israelites in their 
station. But, at present, on account of our sins, the temple is laid waste, and 
the daily sacrifice hath ceased; for we have neither an officiating priest, 
nor a Levitc on the desk, nor an Israelite at his station. But thou hast said, 
that the prayers of our lips shall be accepted as the offering of steers. 
Therefore, let it be acceptable before thee, 0 Lord our God! and God of 
our ancestors, that the prayers of our lips may be accounted, accepted, and 
esteemed before thee, as if we had offered the daily sacrifice in its ap¬ 
pointed time, and had stood in our station. 
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On Sabbath the following is added : 

And on the sabbath day two he-lambs of the first year without blemish, 
and two parts of an cphah of fine flour for a meal offering, mingled with 
oil, and the drink offering thereof: this is the burnt-offering of every sab¬ 
bath, beside the continual burnt-offering, and the drink-offering thereof. 

On the Sabbath coincident with the New Moon add: 

And in the beginnings of your months ye shall offer a burnt-offering unto 
the Lord; two young bullocks, and one ram, seven he-lambs of the first yuar 
without blemish; and three tenths part of an ephah of fine flour for a meal 
offering, mingled with oil, for each bullock, and two tenths of fine flour f«»r 
a meal offering, mingled with oil, for the one ram; and a several tenths part 
of fine flour mingled with oil for a meal offering unto every lamb; for a 
burnt-offering of a sweet savour, an offering made by fire unto the Lord. 
And their drink offerings shall be half an bin of wine for a bullock, and a 
third part of an hin for the ram, and the fourth part of an bin for a lamb: 
ibis is the burnt offering of every month throughout the months of the 
year. And one lie-goat for a sin offering unto the Lord; it shall be offered 
beside the continual burnt offering, and the drink offering thereof. 

(1) Which are the places where the sacrifices were offeredV — 
Those that were most holy were slain on the north side of the 
altar: the bull and the he-goat of the Day of Atonement were 
slain on the north side; their blood was received in a vessel of 
ministry on the north side, and had to be sprinkled between the 
staves of the ark, and towards the veil, and upon the golden altar: 
one of these sprinklings omitted rendered the whole ceremony 
invalid. The remaining blood the priest poured out at the western 
base of the outer altar; if, however, he did not do so, the omission 
did not render the ceremony invalid. (2) The bulls and he-goats 
which were to be wholly burnt were slaughtered on the north side; 
their blood was received in a vessel of ministry on the north side. 
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and had to be sprinkled towards the veil and upon the golden 
altar: one of these sprinklings omitted rendered the whole cere¬ 
mony invalid. The remaining blood the priest poured out at the 
western base of the outer altar; if, however, he failed to do so, it 
did not render the ceremony invalid: both these and the preceding 
offerings were burnt in the repository of ashes. (3) The sin offer¬ 
ings of the congregation and of the individual.— These are the 
sin offerings of the congregation: the he-goats offered on the new 
moon and on the festivals. They were slaughtered on the north 
side; their blood was received in a vessel of ministry on the north 
side, and of this blood four sprinklings had to he made, one upon 
each of the four corners of the altar. How was this done? The 
priest went up the ascent, passed on to the middle terrace that 
surrounded the altar, and came successively to the south-east, the 
north-east, the north-west and the south-west corners. The remain¬ 
ing blood he poured out at the southern base of the altar. These 
sacrifices might be eaten, dressed after any manner, by the males of 
the priesthood, within the hangings of the court, the same day and 
evening until midnight. 

(4) The burnt offering belonged to the class of the most holy. 
It was slaughtered on the north side; its blood was received in a 
vessel of ministry on the north side; and of its blood two sprink¬ 
lings had to be made (at opposite angles of the altar) so as to 
constitute four (a portion of the blood reaching each of the four 
sides of the altar). This offering had also to be flayed, dismem- 
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bered and totally consumed by fire. (5) The peace offerings of 
the congregation and the trespass offerings.—These are the tres¬ 
pass offerings; the trespass offerings for robbery, for profane ap¬ 
propriation of sanctified objects, for carnally knowing a hand¬ 
maid already promised in marriage; the trespass offering of a 
Nazirite who has become defiled by a dead body; the trespass 
offering of a leper at his cleansing; the trespass offering of one 
who is in doubt whether he has committed an act that has to be 
atoned for by a sin offering. All these were slaughtered on the 
north side; their blood was received in a vessel of ministry on the 
north side; and of their blood two sprinklings had to be made at 
the altar in such a manner as to constitute four. These sacrifices 
might be eaten, dressed after any manner, by the males of the 
priesthood, within the hangings of the court, the same day and 
evening until midnight. 

(6) The thank offering and the ram of the Nazirite were holy in a 
minor degree. They might be slaughtered in any part of the court; of their 
blood two sprinklings had to be* made at the altar in such a manner as to 
constitute four; and they might be eaten, dressed after any manner, by any 
person, in any part of the city, the same day until midnight. To the portions 
thereof belonging to the priests the same rule applied as to the rest, except 
that the former might only be eaten by the priests, their wives, their children 
and their slaves. 

(7) The peace offerings were also holy in a minor degree. They might 
be slaughtered in any part of the court; of their blood two sprinklings had 
to be made at the altar in such a manner as to constitute four, and they 
might he eaten, dressed after any manner by any person, in any part of 
the city, during two days and one night. To the portions thereof belonging 
to the priests the same rule applied as to the rest, except that the former 
might only be eaten by the priests, their wives, their children and their 
slaves. 
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(8) The first-born, the tithe of cattle and the paschal lamb were likewise 
holy in a minor degree. They might he slaughtered in any part of the 
court: only one sprinkling of their blood had to be made: this, however, 
had to be done toward the base of the altar. In respect to their consumption 
the following differences prevailed: the first-horn might be eaten, dressed 
after any manner, in any part of the city, during two days and one night. 
The paschal lamb might only be eaten the same evening until midnight; it 
might be partaken of by none but the previously appointed number of 
persons, and it might only be eaten roasted. 


Rabbi Tshmael says: There are thirteen principles by which the Law is 
expounded:—(1) The inference from minor to major. (2) The inference 
from a similarity of phrases. (3) A general law may be derived by induction 
have yet some feature in common. (4) A general proposition followed by the 
enumeration of particulars already comprehended in the general prop<>~ii ion 
(in which case the scope of the proposition is limited by the things >(..•. 
fied). (5) An enumeration of particulars followed by a general proposition 
in which they are also comprehended (in which case the scope of the 
proposition extends also to the things not specified). (6) Two general 
propositions, separated from each other by an enumeration of particulars, 
include only such things as are similar to those specified. (7) An inference 
drawn from a general proposition complemented by a particular term, and 
an inference drawn from a particular term complemented by a general 
proposition. (8) If anything is included in a general proposition and is 
then made the subject of a special statement, that which is predicated of it 
is not to be understood as limited to itself alone, but is to be applied to 
the whole of the general proposition. (9) If anything is included in a general 
proposition, and is then singled out in order to be made the subject of a 
special statement, similar to the general proposition, this particularization 
is intended, so far as its subject is concerned, to lessen and not to add to 
its restrictions. (10) If anything is included in a general proposition, and 
is then singled out in order to be made the subject of a special statement, 
not similar to the general proposition, this particularization is intended in 
some respects to lessen and in others to add to its restrictions. (11) If 
of a fresh statement (not in harmony with the former), the terms of the 
general proposition will not apply to it, unless the Scriptures distinctly in¬ 
dicates that they shall apply. (12) The meaning of a passage may be de¬ 
duced from its context, or from some subsequent passage. (13) Similarly, 
anything is included in a general proposition, and is then made the subject 
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when two passages are in contradiction to each other, the explanation can be 
determined only when a third text is found, capable of harmonizing the two.

And didst make a covenant with him to give the land of the 
Canaanite, the Hittite, the Amorite, and the Perizzite, and the 
Jebusite, and the Girgashite, even to give it unto his seed, and 
hast performed thy words; for thou art righteous. And thou 
sawest the affliction of our fathers in Egypt, and heardest their 
cry by the Red Sea; and didst show signs and wonders upon 
Pharoah, and on all his servants, and on all the people of his 
land; for thou knewest that they dealt arrogantly against them; 
and didst make thee a name, as it is this day. Reader : And thou 
didst divide the sea before them, so that they went through the 
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midst of the sea on the dry land; and their pursuers thou didst 
cast into the depths, as a stone into the mighty waters. 

Thus the Lord saved Israel that day out of the hand of the 
Egyptians; and Israel saw the Egyptians dead upon the sea shore. 
Reader: And Israel saw the great power which the Lord put 
forth against the Egyptians, and the people feared the Lord: and 
they believed in the Lord, and in Moses his servant. 

Then sang Moses and the children of Israel this song unto 
the Lord, and spake, saying: I will sing unto the Lord, for lie 
hath been highly exalted; the horse and his rider hath lie 
thrown into the sea. The Lord is my strength and song and lie 
is become my salvation; this is my God, and 1 will glorify 
him; my father’s God, and I will exalt him. The Lord is a 
man of war; the Lord is his name. Pharaohs chariots and his 
host hath he cast into the sea: and his chosen captains are 
sunk in the Red Sea. The floods cover them; they went down 
into the depths like a stone. Thy right hand, 0 Lord, that is 
glorious in power, thy right hand, 0 Lord, dasheth in pieces 
the enemy. And in the greatness of thy majesty thou over- 
tbrowest them that rise up against thee; thou sendest forth thy 
wrath, it consumeth them as stubble. And with the blast of thy 
nostrils the waters were piled up, the streams stood upright as 
an heap; the floods were congealed in the heart of the sea. The 
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enemy said, I will pursue, I will overtake, I will divide the 
spoil: my lust shall be satisfied upon them; I will draw my 
sword, my hand shall destroy them. Thou didst blow with thy 
wind, the sea covered them: they sank as lead in the mighty 
waters. Who is like unto thee, 0 Lord, amongst the mighty 
ones: who is like unto thee, glorious in holiness, revered in 
praises, doing marvels? Thou stretchest out thy right hand, 
the earth swallowed them. Thou in thy loving-kindness hast 
led the people which thou hast redeemed: thou hast guided 
them in thy strength to thy holy habitation. The people have 
heard it; they tremble: pangs have taken hold of the inhabi¬ 
tants of Philistia. Then were the dukes of Edom confounded: 
the mighty men of Moab, trembling taketh hold of them: all 
the inhabitants of Canaan are melted away. Terror and dread 
falleth upon them: by the greatness of thine arm they are as 
still as a stone; till thy people pass over, 0 Lord, till the 
people pass over, which thou hast acquired. Thou wilt bring 
them in, and plant them in the mountain of thine inheritance, 
the place, 0 Lord, which thou hast made for thee to dwell in. 
the sanctuary, 0 Lord, which thy hands have established. The 
Lord shall reign for ever and ever. The Lord shall reign for 
ever and ever. 

(The kingdom of the Lord endureth for ever and to all eternity). 
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For when the horses of Pharoah went in with his chariots and with 
his horsemen into the sea, and the Lord brought again upon them 
the waters of the sea; but the children of Israel went on dry 
ground through the midst of the sea. For sovereignty is the Lord’s: 
and he is ruler over the nations. Reader : And saviors shall come 
up on Mount Zion to judge the Mount of Esau and sovereignty 
shall be the Lord’s. And the Lord shall be King over all the earth; 
in that day shall the Lord be One and his Name One. 

And therefore let thy name be praised for ever, 0 our King, the 
great and holy God and King, in heaven and on earth: for unto 
thee, 0 Lord our God and God of our fathers, song and praise are 
becoming, hymn and psalm, victory, greatness and might, renown 
and glory, holiness and sovereignty; blessings and thanksgivings 
to thy great and holy name; from eternity to eternity thou art God. 
Reader : Blessed art thou, 0 great God and King, extolled with 
praises. God of thanksgiving, Lord of wonders, Creator of all 
souls, Master of all creatures, who makest choice of song and 
psalm, 0 only King and God, the life of all worlds. 

During the Ten Days of Penitence say : 

A song of the degrees. Out of the depths have I called thee, 0 
Lord. Lord, listen to my voice; let thy ears be attentive to the 
voice of my supplications. If thou, Lord, shouldst treasure up 
iniquities, 0 Lord, who would be able to stand? Bui with thee 
there is forgiveness, in order that thou mayest be feared. I hope 
for the Lord, my soul doth hope, and for his word do I wait. My 
soul (waiteth) for the Lord, more than they that watch for the 
morning expect the morning. Let Israel wait for the Lord; for 
with the Lord there is kindness, and with him is redemption in 
abundance. And he will surely redeem Israel from all his iniquities.

That your days may be multiplied, and the days of your child¬ 
ren, in the land which the Lord swore unto your father to give 
them, as the days of the heavens upon the earth. 

And the Lord spake unto Moses, saying: Speak unto the

ORDER OF READING THE LAWS ON WEEK DAYS. 

The follcnving to “As of old ” is a part of the Service when 
prayers are said with a Congregation on Mondays and Thursdays, 
and also, with the exception of“May it be etc.” on Sabbath After- 
noins , New Moon, the Intermediate Days of Passover and Taber¬ 
nacles, and on Fast Days (Mornings and Afternoons). 

When the ark is opened say: 

Cong, and Reader.: And it came to pass, when the ark set for¬ 
ward. that Moses said: Rise up, 0 Lord, and thine enemies shall 
be scattered, and they that hate thee shall flee before thee. For 
out of Zion shall go forth the Law, and the word of the Lord 
from Jerusalem. Blessed be he who in his holiness gave the Law 
to his people Israel. 
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Blest be thy name, 0 Sovereign of the world! Blest be thy 
crown, and thine abiding-place! May thine acceptance be with 
thy people Israel for ever; and the triumphant power of thy right 
hand do thou cause thy people to behold in thy sanctuary: let the 
beneficence of thy splendor stream upon us, and receive our sup 
plications in compassion. May it be acceptable before thee, be- 
nignantly to prolong our lives, and that I may have my place 
appointed me among the righteous, and thou have mercy on me 
and protect me and all that are mine, as well as all thy people 
Israel. Thou feedest all. and sustainest all; thou rulest over all; 
rulest over Kings, and the kingdom is thine. 1, the servant of 
the Holy One, blessed be He, bow down before Him and the 
splendor of His Law at all times and seasons. 1 place not my 
reliance in mortal man, or in any being to whom divine attributes 
are ascribed, but on God in heaven, who is the sole true God, 
whose doctrine is truth, and whose prophets are true, and who 
abundantly bestoweth his kindness and truth. In Him do 1 trust, 
and unto His name, all holy and revered, will I ever oiler praise.— 
May it be thy gracious will to open my heart in thy Law. ( Rea let :) 
and to grant my heart’s desires, and those of all thy people Israel, 
for our benefit, throughout a peaceful life. 

The Reader takes the Scroll oj the Law and says: 

Magnify the Lord with me, and let us exalt His name 
together. 

Cong.: Thine, 0 Lord, is the greatness, and the power, and the glory, 
and the victory, and the majesty: for all that is in the heaven and in the 
earth is thine; thine, 0 Lord, is the kingdom, and the supremacy as head 
over all. Exalt ye the Lord our God, and worship at his footstool: holy 
is he. Exalt ye the Lord our God, and worship at his holy mount; for 
the Lord our God is holy. 
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Reader : May the Father of mercy have mercy upon a people 
that have been borne by him. May he remember the covenant with 
the patriarchs, deliver our souls from evil hours, check the evil 
inclination in them that have been carried by him, grant us of his 
grace and everlasting deliverance, and in the attribute of his 
goodness fulfill our desires by salvation and mercy. 

When the Scroll of the Law is placed upon the desk, 
the Reader unrolls it and says:

They slay the widow and the stranger, and murder 
the fatherless. And they say, The Lord will not see, neither will 
the God of Jacob give heed. Give heed, ye brutish among the 
people: and ye fools, when will ye be wise? He that sets the ear. 
shall he not hear? He that formed the eye, shall he not see? He 
that chasteneth the nations, shall not he punish, even he that 
teacheth man knowledge? The Lord knoweth the thoughts of men, 
that they are vanity. Happy is the man whom thou chastenest, O 
Lord, and teachest out of thy Law; that thou mayest give him 
rest from the days of evil, until a pit be dug for the wicked. I'or 
the Lord will not cast off his people, neither will he forsake 
his inheritance. For judgment shall return unto righteousness; 
and all the upright in heart shall follow it. Who will rise up for 
me against the evil-doers, who will stand up for me against the 
workers of iniquity? If the Lord had not been my help, my soul 
had soon dwelt in silence. When I say, My foot slippeth, thy 
loving-kindness, 0 Lord, holdeth me up. In the multitude of my 
thoughts within me, thy comforts delight my soul. Hath the tri¬ 
bunal of destruction fellowship with thee, which frameth mischief

by statute? They gather themselves together against the soul oi 
the righteous, and condemn the innocent blood. But the Lord is 
become my stronghold: and my God the rock of my refuge. And 
he bringeth back upon them their own iniquity, and for their evil 
shall cut them off; the Lord our God shall cut them off. 0 come, 
let us exult before the Lord: let us shout for joy to the rock of our 
salvation. Let us come before his presence with thanksgiving: let 
us shout for joy unto him with psalms. For the Lord is a great 
Goo, and a great king above all gods.

For Thursday. 

This is the Fifth Day of the Week, on which the Leviles in the 
Temple used to say: 

To the Chief Musician. Set to the Gitlith. A Psalm of Asaph. 
Exult aloud unto God our strength: shout for joy unto the God of 
Jacob. Raise the song, and strike the timbrel, the pleasant lyre 
with the harp. Blow the horn on the new moon, at the beginning 
of the month, for our day of festival. For it is a statute lor Israel, 
a decree of the God of Jacob. Me appointed it in Joseph for a 
testimony, when he went forth over the land of Egypt: where I 
heard a language that I knew not. I removed his shoulder from 
the burden: his hands were freed from the basket. Thou calledst 
in trouble and I delivered thee; I answered thee in the secret 
place of thunder, I proved thee at the waters of Meribah. (Selah. I 
Hear, 0 my people, and I will testify against thee: 0 Israel, if 
thou wilt hearken unto me. There shall be no strange god in 
thee; neither shall thou worship any foreign god. 1 am the 
Lord thy God, who brought thee out of the land of Egypt: open 
wide thy mouth, and I will fill it. But my people hearken not to 
my voice; and Israel was not willing towards me. So I let them 
go in the stubbornness of their heart, that they might walk in 
their own counsels. 0 that my people would hearken unto me, 
that Israel would walk in my ways. I would soon subdue their 
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enemies, and turn my hand against their adversaries. The haters 
of the Lord will submit themselves unto him: so that their time 
will be for ever. He would feed them also with the fat of wheat: 
and with honey out of the rock would I satisfy thee. 

Then say, “Save us, 0 Lord!” Mourner repeats here the Kaddish.

For Friday. 

This is the Sixth Day of the Week, on which the Levites in the 
Temple used to say: 

The Lord reignelh: he hath robed him in majesty; the Lord 
hath robed him, yea, he hath girded himself with strength: the 
world also is set firm, that it cannot be moved. Thy throne is set 
firm from of old: thou art from everlasting. The streams have 
lifted up, 0 Lord, the streams have lifted up their voice; the 
streams lift up their roaring. Than the voices of many waters, 
mighty waters, breakers of the sea, more mighty is the Lord on 
high. Thy testimonies are very faithful: holiness becometh thine 
house, 0 Lord, for evermore. 

Then say, “Save us, 0 Lord!” Mourner repeats here the Kaddish.

From the beginning of the month of Elul until the ninth day of 
Tabernacles, the following Psalm is said every morning and eve¬ 
ning after the Psalm of the day. 

A Psalm of David. The Lord is my light and my salvation; 
whom shall I fear? The Lord is the stronghold of my life; of 
whom shall I be afraid? When evil-doers drew nigh against me 
to eat up my flesh, even my adversaries and my foes, they 
stumbled and fell. Though an host should encamp against me, 
my heart would not fear; though war should rise against me, 
even then would 1 be confident. One thing have I asked of the 
Lord, that will I seek after: that 1 may dwell in the house of the 
Lord all the days of my life, to behold the pleasantness of the 
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Lord, and to inquire in his his temple. For in the day of trouble 
he will hide me in his pavilion: in the shelter of his tabernacle 
will he conceal me; he will lift me up upon a rock. And now 
shall mine head be lifted up above my enemies round about me; 
and I will offer in his tabernacle sacrifices of joyful shouting; 
I will sing, yea, I will sing praises unto the Lord. Hear, 0 Lord, 
when I cry with my voice; have pity upon me, and answer me. 
My heart saith unto thee, (since thou hast said.) Seek ye my 
face, thy face, Lord, will I seek. Hide not thy face from me; 
thrust not thy servant away in anger: thou hast been my help; 
cast me not off, neither forsake me, 0 God of my salvation. For 
my father and my mother have forsaken me, but l he Lord will 
take me up. Teach me thy way, 0 Lord; and lead me on an even 
path, because of them that lie in wait for me. Give me not up to 
the will of mine adversaries: for false witnesses have risen up 
against me, and such as breathe out violence. 11 do believe I shall 
yet see the goodness of the Lord in the land of the living. Wait 
for the Lord; be strong and let thine heart take courage; yea, 
hope in the Lord.

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will see that wise men die. the fool and the brutish together perisn, 
and leave their wealth to others. Their inward consolation is. that 
their houses shall continue for ever, and their dwelling places to 
all generations; they call their lands after their own names. But 
man that is in glory abideth not: he is like the beasts that perish. 
This is the way of them that are foolish, and of those who after 
them take pleasure in their speech. (Selah.) Like sheep they are 
laid in the grave: death shall be their shepherd: hut the upright 
shall have dominion over them in the morning: and their form 
shall be for the grave to consume, that there be no habitation for 
it. But God will redeem my soul from the grasp of llie grave: for 
he will receive me. (Selah.) Be not thou afraid when a man be- 
cometh rich, when the glory of his house in increased: for at his 
death he shall carry nothing away; his glory shall not descend 
after him. Though while he livelh he blessed his soul, and though 
men praise thee that thou doest well unto thyself, he shall go to 
the generation of his fathers, who shall never see the light. Man 
that is in glory, but without understanding, is like the beasts that 
perish.

The compound forming the incense consisted of Balm, Ony- 
cha, Galbanum and Frankincense, in quantities weighing seventy 
manehs each: of Myrrh, Cassia, Spikenard and Saffron, each six¬ 
teen manehs by weight; of Costus twelve, of Aromatic Bark three, 
and of Cinnamon nine manehs; of Lye obtained from a species 
of Leek, nine kabs; of Cyprus wine three seahs and three kabs: 
though, if Cyprus wine was not procurable, old while wine might 
be used: of salt of Sodom the fourth part of a kab. and of the 
herb Maaleh Ashan a minute quantity. R. Nathan says, a minute 
quantity was also required of the odiferous herb Cippath, that 
grew on the banks of the Jordan; if, however, one added Honey 
to the mixture, he rendered the incense unfit for sacred use, 
while he who. in preparing it, omitted one of its necessary in¬ 
gredients, was liable to the penalty of death. Rabbi Simeon, 
son of Gamaliel, say, the Balm is a Resin that exudes from the 
wood of the Balsam tree. The Lye obtained from the species of 
Leek was rubbed over the Onycha to improve it, while a Cyprus 
wine was used to steep it in, so that its odor might be more 
pungent. And though the water of Raglaiin was good for the 
purpose, it was not decent to bring it into the temple. 
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It was learned. Rabbi Nathan says: When he pounds it he says: 
Pound it thin, thin pound it. because the voice is good for the 
spices. If he prepared one half thereof it is also right; hut if he 
prepared one third part or one fourth part thereof, we have not 
heard it to be right. Rabbi Judah said: This is the rule, if ac¬ 
cording to its measure it is right even one half thereof: but if he 
omitted one of its spices he was liable to the penally of death. It 
was learned Bar Kappara says: Once in sixty or seventy years 
it was prepared from the remainders about one half. And further¬ 
more has Bar Kappara learned, if he had pul therein a small 
quantity of Honey, no man could stand because of its odor; anxl 
why was not mixed therein Honey? because the Law says: For 
any leaven, nor any Honey, you shall not burn of it as a fire- 
offering to the Lord.

For my 
brethren and companions’ sake, I would fain speak peace con¬ 
cerning thee. For the sake of the house of the Lord our God I 
would seek thy good. The Lord will give strength unto his people:

The following Psalm is said in the house of a Mourner, at the end of 
both Morning and Evening Services: 

For the Chief Musician. A Psalm of the Sons of Korah. Hear this, all 
yc peoples; give ear, all ye inhabitants of the world: both low and high, 
rich and poor, together. My mouth shall speak wisdom; and the medita¬ 
tion of my heart shall be of understanding. I will incline mine car to 
a parable: 1 will unfold my problem to the accompaniment of the lyre. 
Wherefore should I fear in the days of evil, when the iniquity of them 
that would supplant me compasseth me about, even of them that trust 
in their wealth, and boast themselves in the multitude of their riches? 
None of them can by any means redeem his brother, nor give to God 
a ransom for him: for the redemption of their soul is costly, and must 
be let alone for ever: that he should still live always, that he should 
not see the pit. For he will see that wise nun die. the fool and the 
brutish together perish, and leave their wealth to others. Their inward 
consolation is, that their houses shall continue for ever, and their dwel¬ 
ling places to all generations; they call their lands after their own names. 

But man that is in glory abideth not: he is like the beasts that perish. 

This is the way of them that are foolish, and of those who after them 

take pleasure in their speech. (Selah.) Like sheep they are laid in the 

grave; death shall be their shepherd: but the upright shall have dominion 
over them in the morning; and their form shall be for the grave to con¬ 
sume, that there be no habitation for it. But God will redeem my soul 
from the grasp of the grave: for he will receive me. (Selah.) Be not thou 
afraid when a man becometh rich, when the glory of his house is increased: 
for at his death he shall carry nothing away; his glory shall not descend 
after him. Though while he lived he blessed his soul, and though men 
praise thee that thou docsl well unto thyself, he shall go to the genera¬ 
tion of his fathers, who shall never see the light.

SONG OF SONGS 


Like the apple-tree among the trees of the forest, so is my friend 
among the young men; under his shadow do I ardently wish to sit. 
and his fruit is sweet to my palate. He brought me to the banquel- 
ing-house, and his banner over me was love. Strengthen me with 
flagons of wine, refresh me with apples; for sick of love am 1. 
Oh that his left hand might be under my head, and that his right 
hand embrace me! 1 adjure you. 0 daughters of Jerusalem, by the 
roses, and by the hinds of the field, that ye awaken not. nor excite 
my love, till it please (to come of itself). The voice of my friend: 
behold, there he cometh, leaping over the mountains, skipping over 
the hills. My friend is like a roebuck or the fawn of the hinds: be¬ 
hold, there he standelh behind our wall, looking in at the windows, 
seeing through the lattice. My friend commenced, and said unto 
me: “Rise thee up. my beloved, my fair one, and come along, tor, 
lo, the winter is past, the rain is over and gone its way. The flowers 
are seen in the land; the time of the (birds’) singing is come and 
the voice of the turtle-dove is heard in our land. The fig-tree per- 
fumeth its green figs, and the vines with young grapes give forth 
a (pleasant) smell. Arise thee, my beloved, my fair one. and come 
along. 0 my dove, who art in the clefts of the rock, in the recesses 
of the cliffs, let me see thy countenance, let me hear thy voice: for 
thy voice is sweet, and thy countenance is comely.” Seize for us 
the foxes, the little foxes that injure the vineyards; for our vine¬ 
yards have young grapes. My friend is mine, and I am his—that 
feedelh among the lilies. Until the day become cool, and the shad¬ 
ows flee away, turn about, my friend, and be thou like the roebuck 
or the fawn of the hinds upon the mountains of separation. 


III. 

On my couch, during the nights, I sought him whom my soul 
loveth: I sought him, but I found him not. Oh, I must rise now, 
and go about in the city, in the streets, and in the open places; I 
will seek him whom my soul loveth: I sought him, but I found him 
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not. Then found me the watchmen that walked about the city: 
‘‘Have ye seen him whom my soul lovelh?” Scarcely had I passed 
away from them, when I found him whom my soul loveth: I laid 
fast hold of him, and would not let him go. until I had brought 
him into my mother’s house, and into the chamber of her that hath 
born me. I adjure you, ye daughters of Jerusalem. In the roes, 
and by the hinds of the field, that ye awaken not. nor excite my 
love, till it please (to come of itself). Who is this that eometh up 
from the wilderness, like pillars of smoke, perfumed with myrrh 
and frankincense, with all spicy powders of the merchant? Be¬ 
hold, it is the bed, which is Solomon’s, sixty valiant men are round 
about it, of the valiant ones of Israel. All of them are girded with 
the sword, are expert in war: every one hath his sword upon his 
thigh, because of the terror in the nights. A palanquin did King 
Solomon make for himself out of the wood of Lebanon. The pil¬ 
lars thereof he made of silver, its coverlid of gold, its seat of pur¬ 
ple; its inner part is arranged lovely, by the daughters of Jerusa¬ 
lem. Go forth, 0 ye daughters of Zion, and look on King 
Solomon, with the crown wherewith his mother hath crowned him 
on the day of his espousals, and on the day of the joy of his heart. 


IV. 

Behold, thou art beautiful, my beloved; behold, thou are beauti¬ 
ful; thy dovelike eyes (look forth) from behind thy veil; thy hair 
is like a flock of goats, that come quietly down from Mount Gil’ad. 
Thy teeth are like a flock of well-selected sheep, which are come up 
from the washing, all of which bear twins, and there is not one 
among them that is deprived of her young. Like a thread of scar¬ 
let are thy lips, and thy mouth is comely: like the half of a pome¬ 
granate is the upper part of thy cheek behind thy veil. Thy neck 
is like the tower of David built on terraces, a thousand shields 
hang thereon, all the quivers of the mighty men. Thy two breasts 
are like two fawns, the twins of the roe, that feed among the lilies. 
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Until the day becomes cool, and the shadows (lee away, will 1 get 
me to the mountain of myrrh, and to the hill of frankincense. 
Thou art altogether beautiful, my beloved, and there is no blem¬ 
ish on thee. Come with me from Lebanon. 0 bride, with me from 
Lebanon: look about from the top of Amanah, from the top of 
Senir and Chermon, from the lions’ dens, from the leopards 
mountains. Thou hast ravished my heart. 0 my sister, (my) 
bride! thou hast ravished my heart with one of thine eyes, with 
one chain of thy neck. How beautiful are thy caresses, 0 my sis¬ 
ter, (my) bride! how much more pleasant are thy caresses than 
wine! and the smell of thy fragrant oils more than all spices. Of 
sweet honey drop thy lips, 0 bride! honey and milk are under thy 
tongue; and the scent of thy garments is like the scent of Lebanon. 
A locked-up garden is my sister, (my) bride; a locked-up spring, 
a sealed fountain. Thy sprouts are an orchard ol pomegranates, 
with precious fruits, copher and spikenard; spikenard and saf¬ 
fron: calamus and cinnamon, with all the trees of frankincense; 
myrrth and aloes, with all the chief of spices. A garden-spring, a 
well of living waters, and flowing down from Lebanon. Awake. 0 
north wind! and come thou, 0 south! blow over my garden, that 
its spices may flow out. Let my friend come into his garden, and 
eat its precious fruits. 


V. 

I am COME into MY garden, my sister, (my) bride! I have 
plucked my myrrth with my spice; 1 have eaten my sugar-cane 
with my honey; I have drunk my wine with my milk: eat, ye com¬ 
panions; drink, yea, drink abundantly, ye friends. 1 slept, but my 
heart was awake: (there was) the voice of my beloved that 
knocked, “Open for me, my sister, my beloved, my dove, my guilt¬ 
less one! for my head is filled with dew, and my locks with the 
drops of the night.” I have put off my coat: how shall I put it on? 
I have washed my feet: how shall I defile them? My friend 
stretched forth his hand through the opening, and my inmost parts 
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were moved for him. I rose up myself lo open for my friend; and 
my hands dropped with myrrh, and my fingers with fluid myrrh, 
upon the handles of the lock. I indeed opened for my beloved; hut 
my beloved had vanished, and was gone: my soul had failed me 
while he was speaking; I sought him, but I could not find him; 1 
called him, but he answered me not. Then found me the watchmen 
that walked about the city; they smote me, they wounded me: they 
took away my veil from me, they that watched the walls. I adjure 
you, 0 daughters of Jerusalem! if ye find my beloved, what will 
ye tell him? that 1 am sick of love. “What is thy friend more than 
another’s friend, 0 thou fairest of women? what is thy friend more 
than another’s friend, that thus thou adjuresl us?" My friend ?s 
white and ruddy, distinguished among ten thousand. Ilis head is 
bright as the finest gold, his locks are like waving foliage, and 
black as a raven. His eyes are like (those of) doves by streamlets 
of waters, bathed in milk, well filled in their setting. His cheeks 
are as a bed of spices, as turrets of sweet perfumes: his lips, like 
lilies, dropping with fluid myrrh. His hands are like wheels of 
gold beset with chrysolite: his body an image made of ivory 
overlaid with sapphires. His legs are like pillars of marble, rest¬ 
ing upon sockets of fine gold: his countenance is as Lebanon, 
excellent like the cedars. His palate is full of sweets, and every¬ 
thing in him is agreeable. This is my friend, and this is my be¬ 
loved, 0 daughters of Jerusalem! 

VI. 

“Whither is tiiy friend gone, 0 fairest of women? whither hath 
thy friend turned himself? that we may seek him w ith thee?” My 
beloved is gone down to his garden, to the beds of spices, to feed 
in the gardens, and to gather lilies. I am my friend’s, and my 
friend is mine: he that feedeth among the lilies. Thou art beau¬ 
tiful, 0 my beloved! like Thirzah, comely like Jerusalem, terrible 
as armies encamped round their banners. Turn away thine eyes 
from me, for they have excited me: thy hair is like a flock of goats 
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that come quietly down from mount Gil’ad. Thy teeth are like a 
(lock of ewes which are come up from the washing, all of which 
bear twins, and there is not one among them that is deprived of 
her young. Like the half of the pomegranate is the upper part of 
thy cheek behind thy veil. Sixty are the queens and eighty are 
the concubines, and the young women without number. But one 
alone is my dove, my guiltless one; she is the only one of her 
mother, she is the chosen of her that bore her: maidens see her, 
and call her happy; yea, queens and concubines, they praise her. 
Who is this that shineth forth like the morning-dawn, beautiful as 
the moon, bright as the sun, terrible as armies encamped round 
their banners?

(how it was), my soul made me (like) the chariots of my noble 
people. 


VII. 

Return, return, 0 Shulammith! return, return, that we may look 
upon thee. “What will ye see in the Shulammith: as though it 
were the dance of a double company?” llow beautiful are thy 
steps in sandals, 0 prince’s daughter! the roundings of thy thighs 
are like jewelled ornaments, the work of the hands of the artifi¬ 
cer. Thy navel is like a round goblet which lacketh not the mixed 
wine: thy body is like a heap of wheat fenced about with lilies. 
Thy two breasts are like two fawns, the twins of the roe. Thy neck 
is like a tower of ivory: thy eyes are like the pools in Cheshbon, 
by the gale of Bath-rabbim; thy nose is like the tower of Lebanon 
which lookelh toward Damascus. Thy head upon thee is like Car¬ 
mel, and the hair of thy head like purple; a king is held bound in 
the tresses. How beautiful and how pleasant art thou, 0 love, m 
thy aitractions! This thy stature is like a palm-tree, and thy 
breasts are like clusters of grapes. I thought, I wish to climb up 
the palm-tree, I wish to take hold of its boughs; and, oh. that thy 
breasts might be like the clusters of the vine, and the smell of thy 
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nose like apples: And thy palate like the best wine, that glidelh 
down for my friend gently, exciting the lips of those that are 
asleep. I am my friend’s and toward me is his desire. Come, my 
friend let us go forth into the field; let us spend the night in the 
villages. Let us get up, early to the vineyards; let us see if the vine 
has blossomed, whether the young grape has opened I to the view), 
whether the pomegranates have budded: there will I give my 
caresses unto thee. The mandrakes give forth (their) smell, and 
at our doors are all manner of precious fruiis, new and also old: 
0 my friend! these have 1 laid up for thee. 

VIII. 

On that some one would make thee as my brother that hath 
sucked my mother’s breasts! should 1 then find thee without, I 
would kiss thee: and yet, people would not despise me. I would 
lead thee, I would bring thee into my mother's house, thou 
shouldst teach me: I would cause thee to drink of spiced wine, of 
the sweet juice of my pomegranate. Oh that his left hand might be 
under my head, and that his right hand might embrace me! I 
adjure you, 0 daughters of Jerusalem! why will ye awaken, and 
why will ye excite my love, until it please (to come of itself) ? 
Who is this that cometh up from the wilderness, leaning upon her 
friend? Under the apple-tree have I waked thee up: there thy 
mother brought thee forth: there she that bore thee brought thee 
forth. Set me as a seal upon thy heart, as a seal upon thy arm: 
for strong as death is love; violent like the nether world is jeal¬ 
ousy; its heat is the heat of fire, a flame of God. Many waters are 
not able to quench love, nor can the rivers flood it away: if a man 
were to give all the wealth of his house for love, men would utterly 
despise him. We have a little sister, and she hath yet no breasts: 
what shall we do for our sister on the day when she shall he 
spoken for? If she be a wall, we will build upon her a palace of 
silver: and if she be a door, we will enclose her with boards of 
cedar. I am a wall, and my breasts are like towers: then was I m 
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his eyes as one that found favor. Solomon had a vineyard at 
Ba’al-hamon; he had given up the vineyard unto the keepers; 
every one was to bring for its fruit a thousand pieces of silver. 
My vineyard, which was mine, was before me: thine. O Solomon, 
be the thousand, and let two hundred be for those that keep its 
fruit.

The following it not said on Festivals, on the Intermediate Sabbath 
of a Festival or on the evening after a Festival: 

With what materials may the Sabbath lamp be lighted, and 
with what may it not be lighted? It may not be lighted with 
Cedar-Bast, nor with uncombed Flax, nor with Hoss-Silk. nor 
with Willow-Fibre, nor with Nettle-Fibre, nor with Water-Weeds, 
(all these form imperfect wicks). It may also not be lighted 
with pitch, nor with liquid wax, nor with oil made from the 
seeds of the cotton plant, nor with oil which, having been set 
apart as a heave-offering and having become defiled, is con¬ 
demned to be destroyed by burning, nor with the fat from the tails 
of sheep, nor with tallow. Nahum the Mede says one may use 
tallow when it has been boiled, but the other sages say, that 
whether so prepared or not, it may not be used. On a festival one 
may not use such consecrated oil as has been condemned, after 
defilement, to be burnt. R. Ishmael says, one may not, from respect 
to the Sabbath, use tar. The sages permit the use of all kinds 
of oil; of Sesamum, of Nuts, of Radish Seeds, of Fish, of Colo- 
oynth Seeds, as well as Tar and Naphtha. R. Tarphon says, one 
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may use no other than Olive oil for lighting the Sabbath lamp. 
No part of a tree may be used as a wick for lighting, with the 
exception of Flax (spoken of in Joshua ii. 6 as “the flax of a tree”) ; 
nor is any part of a tree, if used in the construction of a tent, 
capable of acquiring pollution according to the law concerning 
the pollution of tents, except flax. If a slip of cloth has been 
folded but not singed, R. Eliezer says il may become unclean 
and may not be used as a wick for lighting: R. Akiba says it 
remains clean, and may be used. One may not perforate an egg¬ 
shell, fill it with oil, and place it above the opening of the lamp, 
so that drops of oil may fall therein: he may not even employ 
an earthenware vessel in this manner: but R. Jehudah permits 
it. If, however, the potter had originally joined the two parts, 
then it is allowed, because it is actually only one vessel. A person 
may not fill a bowl with oil, place it b\ the side of the lamp, 
and put the end of the wick into it. so that it may draw the oil 
to the flame; but R. Jehudah permits it. lie who extinguishes the 
light, because he is in fear of heathens, of robbers, or of an 
evil spirit, or to enable a sick person to sleep, is absolved; if his 
object is to save the lamp, the oil, or the wick, he is guilty of 
a breach of the Sabbath law. R. Jose absolves from such guilt 
in every case except in that of the one whose object is to save 
the wick, because by thus extinguishing it, he converts it into a 
coal. From three transgressions women die in childbirth: because 
they have been negligent in regard to their periods of separation, 
in respect to the consecration of the first cake of the dough, and 
in the lighting of the Sabbath lamp. Three things a man must 
say to his household on Sabbath eve towards dusk: Have ye sep¬ 
arated the tithe? Have ye made the Erub? Kindle the Sabbath 
lamp. If it be doubtful whether it is dark, that which is certainly 
untithed must not then be tithed, vessels must not be immersed 
to purify them from their defilement, nor must the Sabbath lamps 
be lighted, but that which is doubtfully untithed may be tithed, 
the Erub may be made, and hot victuals may be covered to 
retain their heat. 
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It was the learned Rabbi Hanina who said. It is the duty of a person to 
search his garments on Sabbath eve towards dusk lest he forget and come out. 
Rabbi Joseph said. This is a great law for the Sabbath. 

R. Eleazar said in the name of R. Chanina. The disciples of the sages 
increase peace throughout the world, as it is said.

Into his hand I commend my spirit, when l sleep and when I 
wake; 

And with my spirit, my body also: the Lord is with me. and 
I will not fear. 

On the Eve of Sabbaths and of Holydays it is customary for 
Parents, either at the conclusion of the Service in Synagogue, or 
upon reaching their Home, to pronounce the following Benediction 
upon their Children : 

To Sons say: 

God make thee as Ephraim and Manasseh. 

To Daughters say: 

God make thee as Sarah, Rebekah. Rachel and Leah. 

To Sons and Daughters say: 

The Lord bless thee, and keep thee: the Lord make his face 
to shine upon thee, and be gracious unto thee: the Lord turn 
his face unto thee, and give thee peace. 
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Upon returning from the Synagogue, say the following: 

SONG FOR THE BELOVED SABBATH EVE* 

Humble home! 1 fondly greet thee. 

Hither towards my peaceful tent 
Angels bend their steps to meet me, 

From the world’s Creator sent. 

Forms from a bright sphere, 

Come and alight here, 

Around us the mantle of peace to spread; 

And make ye a home in my humble shed. 

Welcome, messengers of gladness! 

Here that paradise I trace, 

That repose, unmoved by sadness 
God hath promised to our race. 

Holy emotion, 

Peace and devotion, 

Must reign in his heart, who on Sabbath is led 
To hallow to Heaven his humble shed. 

When from life’s dark dream we waken, 

When the tired breast God sets free, 

Hearts that here with grief were shaken, 

Flutter then with ecstasy; 

So from the wan brow 
All grief is gone now, 

For sorrow departs, and joy enters instead, 

When Sabbath steps into the humble shed. 

Lights are shining, hymns outpouring, 
Welcome!—holy day of rest! 

Now the soul, unfettered soaring, 

Hold with God communion blest.

All thy works shall give thanks unto thee, 0 Lord; and thy loving 
ones shall bless thee. They shall speak of the glory of thy king¬ 
dom, and talk of thy power; to make known to the sons of men 
his mighty acts, and the majestic glory of his kingdom. Thy 
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kingdom is an everlasting kingdom, and thy dominion endureth 
throughout all generations. The Lord upholdeth all that fall, and 
raiseth up all those that are bowed down. The eyes of all wait 
upon thee; and thou givest them their food in due season. Thou 
openest thine hand, and satisfiest every living thing with favor. 
The Lord is righteous in all his ways, and loving in all his works. 
The Lord is nigh unto all them that call upon him, to all that 
call upon him in truth. He will fulfil the desire ol them that fear 
him; he also will hear their cry, and will save them. The Lord 
guardeth all them that love him; but all the wicked will he destroy. 
(Reader:) My mouth shall speak of the praise of the Lord; and 
let all flesh bless his holy name for ever and ever. But we will 
bless the Lord from this time forth and for evermore. Praise ye 
the Lord. 


Praise ye the Lord. Praise the Lord, 0 my soul: 1 will praise 
the Lord, while I live: 1 will sing praises unto my God while I 
have my being. Pul not your trust in princes, in a son of man, 
in whom there is no help. When his breath goeth forth, he re- 
turneth to his earth: in that very day his designs perish. Happy 
is he that hath the God of Jacob for his help, whose hope is in 
the Lord his God: who made heaven and earth, the sea, and all 
that is therein; who keepeth truth for ever; who executeth judg¬ 
ment for the oppressed; who giveth food to the hungry: the Lord 
looseth the prisoners; the Lord openeth the eyes of the blind; 
the Lord raiseth up them that are bowed down; the Lord loveth 
the righteous; the Lord guardeth the strangers; he upholdeth the 
fatherless and widow; but the way of the wicked he maketh 
crooked. (Reader:) The Lord shall reign for ever, thy God, 0 
Zion, unto all generations. Praise ye the Lord. 
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Praise ye the Lord; for it is good to sing praises unto our God; 
for it is pleasant, and praise is seemly. The Lord doth build up 
Jerusalem; he gathereth together the outcasts of Israel. Me healeth 
the broken in heart, and bindeth up their wounds. He counteth 
the number of the stars; he calleth them all by their names. 
Great is our Lord, and mighty in power: his understanding is 
infinite. The Lord upholdeth the meek: he casteth the wicked to the 
ground. Sing unto the Lord with thanksgiving; sing praises upon 
the lyre unto our God: who covereth the heaven with clouds, who 
prepareth rain for the earth, who maketh grass to sprout upon the 
mountains; who giveth to the beast its food, and to the young 
ravens which cry. He delighleth not in the strength of the horse, he 
taketh no pleasure in the strength of man. The Lord laketh pleasure 
in them that fear him, in them that hope for his loving-kindness. 
Extol the Lord, 0 Jerusalam; praise thy God, O Zion. I'or he hath 
strengthened the bars of thy gates: he hath blessed thy children 
within thee. He maketh peace in thy borders; he salisfieth thee with 
the fat of wheat. He sendelh out his commandment to the earth; 
his word runneth very swiftly. He giveth snow like wool; he scat¬ 
tered! hoar frost like ashes. He casteth forth his ice like morsels: 
who can stand before his cold? He sendeth out his word, and 
melteth them: he causeth his wind to blow, and the waters to flow. 
He declareth his words unto Jacob, his statutes and his judg¬ 
ments unto Israel. (Reader:) He hath not dealt so with any nation: 
and as for his judgments, they do not know them. Praise ye the 
Lord. 

Praise ye the Lord. Praise ye the Lord from the heavens: praise 
him in the heights. Praise ye him, all his angels: praise, ye him, 
all his host. Praise ye him, sun and moon: praise him, all ye stars 
of light. Praise him, ye heavens of heavens, and ye waters that 
are above the heavens. Let them praise the name of the Lord: for 
he commanded, and they were created. He hath established them 
for ever and ever: he gave a decree which none shall transgress. 
Praise the Lord from the earth, ye sea-monsters and all deeps: 
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fire and hail, snow and smoke; stormy-wind, fulfilling his words: 
mountains and all hills; fruit trees and all cedars: wild beasts and 
all cattle; creeping things and winged birds: kings of the earth 
and all peoples; princes and all judges of the earth: both young 
men and maidens; old men and children: let them praise the name 
of the Lord; for his name alone is exalted: his majesty is above the 
earth and heaven.

Blessed be the Lord God, the God of Israel, who alone doeth 
wondrous things: (Reader:) and blessed he his glorious name 
for ever; and let the whole earth he filled with his glory. Amen, 
and Amen. 

And David blessed the Lord in the presence of all the congre¬ 
gation: and David said, Blessed art thou. 0 Lord, the God of 
Israel our father, from everlasting to everlasting. Thine, 0 Lord, 
is the greatness, and the power, and the glory, and the victory, 
and the majesty: for all that is in the heaven and in the earth 
is thine; thine, 0 Lord, is the kingdom, and the supremacy as 
head over all. Riches and honor come of thee, and thou rulest 
over all; and in thine hands are might and power; and in thine 
hand it is to make great, and to give strength unto all.

The enemy said, I will pursue, 
I will overtake, I will divide the spoil: my lust shall be satisfied 
upon them; I will draw my sword, my hand shall destroy them. 
Thou didst blow with thy wind, the sea covered them: they sank 
as lead in the mighty waters. Who is like unto thee, 0 Lord, 
amongst the mighty ones: who is like unto thee, glorious in holi¬ 
ness, revered in praises, doing marvels? Thou stretchest out thy 
right hand, the earth swallowed them. Thou in thy mercy hast 
led the people which thou hast redeemed: thou hast guided them 
in thy strength to thy holy habitation. The peoples have heard it; 
they tremble, pangs have taken hold of the inhabitants of Philistia. 
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Then were the dukes of Edom confounded: the mighty men of 
Moab, trembling taketh hold of them: all the inhabitants of 
Cannan are melted away. Terror and dread fallelh upon them: by 
the greatness of thine arm they are as still as a stone; till thy 
people pass over. 0 Lord, till the people pass over, which thou hast 
acquired. Thou wilt bring them in, and plant them in the moun¬ 
tain of thine inheritance, the place, 0 Lord, which thou hast made 
for thee to dwell in, the sanctuary, 0 Lord, which thy hands have 
established. The Lord shall reign for ever and ever. The Lord 
shall reign for ever and ever.

And in thy 
Law it is written, saying, Hear, 0 Israel: the Lord our God, the 
Lord is One. 


The breath of every living being shall bless thy name, 0 Lord 
our God, and the spirit of all flesh shall continually glorify and 
exalt thy memorial, 0 our King; from everlasting to everlasting 
thou art God; and beside thee we have no King who redeemeth 
and saveth, settelh free and deliverelh, who supporteth, answereth 
and hath mercy in all times of trouble and distress; yea. we have 
no King who helpeth and supporteth but thee. He is God of the 
first and of the last, the God of all creatures, the God of all gener¬ 
ations, who is extolled with many praises, and guideth his world 
with loving-kindness and his creatures with tender mercies.

And these words, which 
I command thee this day, shall be upon thine heart: and thou 
shalt teach them diligently unto thy children, and thou shalt talk of 
them when thou sittest in thine house, and when thou walkest by 
the way, and when thou best down, and when thou risest up.

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True and firm, established and enduring, right and faithful, 
beloved and precious, desirable and pleasant, awful and mighty, 
set and acceptable, good and beautiful, is this word unto us for 
ever and ever. It is true, the God of the Universe is our King, 
the Rock of Jacob, the Shield of our salvation. (Reader:) through¬ 
out all generations he endurelh and his Name endurelh; his throne 
is established, and his kingdom and his faithfulness endure for 
ever. His words also live and endure; they are faithful and de¬ 
sirable for ever and for all eternity, as for our fathers so also 
for us, our children, our generations, and for all the generations of 
the seed of Israel his servants.

R Nathan says, a minute 
quantity was also required of the odiferous herb Cippath, that 
grew on the banks of the Jordan; if, however, one added honey 
to the mixture, he rendered the incense unfit for sacred use, while 
he who, in preparing it, omitted one of its necessary ingredients, 
was liable to the penalty of death. Rabbi Simeon, son of Gama-

liel, says, the Balm is a resin that exudes from the wood of the 
balsam tree. The Lye obtained from a species of Leek was rubbed 
over the Onycha to improve it, while ? Cyprus wine was used to 
steep it in, so that its odor might be more pungent. \nd though 
the water of Raglaim was good for the purpose, il was not decent 
to bring it into the temple. 

These were the Psalms which the Levites used to recite in the 
Temple: 

On the first day of the week they used to recite. The earth is 
the Lord’s and the fulness thereof; the world and they that dwell 
therein. 

On the second day they used to recite, Great is the Lord and 
exceedingly to be praised, in the city of our God, in his holy 
mountain.

On the sixth day they used to say, The Lord reigneth; he hath 
robed him in majesty; the Lord hath robed him, yea, he hath 
girded himself with strength: the world also is set firm, that it 
cannot be moved. 

On the Sabbath they used to say, A psalm, a song for the Sab¬ 
bath Day. It is the psalm and song also for the hereafter, for the 
day which will be wholly a Sabbath, and will bring rest in life 
everlasting. 

It was related in the name of Eliah, that all who repeat daily

He maketh the winds his messengers: his mini¬ 
sters flaming fire: he founded the earth upon its bases, that it might 
not be moved for ever. Thou didst cover it with the deep as with 
a vesture; the waters stood above the mountains. At thy rebuke 
they fled; at the voice of thy thunder they hasted away. The moun¬ 
tains rose, the valleys sank unto the place which thou hadst founded 
for them. Thou hast set a bound that they may not pass over; 
that they turn not again to cover the earth. Me sendeth forth springs 
into the valleys: they run among the mountains. They give drink 
to every beast of the plain; the wild asses quench their thirst. By 
them the birds of the heaven have their dwelling, they utter their 
voice from among the branches. He giveth drink to the moun¬ 
tains from his upper chambers: the earth is satisfied with the 
fruit of thy works. He causeth grass to grow for the cattle, 
and herbs for the service of man; that he may bring forth bread 
from the earth; and wine that maketh glad the heart of man, and 
oil to make his face to shine, and bread that slrengtheneth man s 
heart. The trees of the Lord are satisfied; the cedars of Lebanon 
which he hath planted; where the birds make their nests: as for 
the stork, the fir trees are her house. The high mountains are for 
the wild goats; the rocks are a refuge for the rabbits. He made the 
moon for seasons: the sun knoweth its going down. Thou makest 
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darkness, and it is night; wherein all the beasts of the forest 
do move. The young lions roar after their prey, and seek their 
food from God. The sun ariseth, they get them away, and lay them 
down in their dens. Man goeth forth unto his work and to his 
labor until the evening. How manifold are thy works, 0 Lord! 
In wisdom hast thou made them all: the earth i> full of thy pos¬ 
sessions. There is the sea, great and of wide extent: therein are 
moving things innumerable, living creatures both small and great. 
There the ships make their course: there is the leviathan which thou 
hast formed to sport therein. These all wail upon thee, that thou 
mayest give them their food in due season. Thou givest unto 
them, they gather: thou openesc thine hand, they are satisfied with 
good. Thou hidest thy face, they are confounded; thou gatherest 
in their l reath. they die, and return to the dust. Thou sendest 
forth thy spirit, they are created; and thou renev/est the face of 
the ground. Let the glory of the Lord endure for ever; let the 
Lord rejoice in his works. He looketh on the earth, and it trem- 
bleth: he toucheth the mountains, and they smoke. I will sing 
unto the Lord as long as I live: 1 will sing praise to my God 
while I have my being. May my meditation be sweet unto him: 
as for me, I will rejoice in the Lord. (Reader:) Sinners shall be 
consumed out of the earth, and the wicked shall be no more. 
Bless the Lord, 0 my soul: praise ye the Lord. 

A Song of Degrees. In my distress I cried unto the Lord, and he 
answered me. Deliver my soul, 0 Lord, from a lying lip, and from 
a deceitful tongue. What shall he give unto thee, and what shall 
he add unto thee, thou deceitful tongue? Sharpened arrows of 
a mighty man with coals of juniper. Woe is me, that I sojourn

in Mesech, that I dwell among the tents of Kedar. f Reader:) 
My soul hath full long had her dwelling with him that hateth 
peace. I am all peace; but when I speak, they are for war. 

A Song of Degrees. I lift up mine eyes unto the hills: whence 
will my help come? My help is from the Lord, the maker of 
heaven and earth. He will not suffer thy foot to slip: he that 
guardeth thee will not slumber. Behold, he that guardeth Israel 
will neither slumber nor sleep. The Lord is tliv guardian; the 
Lord is thy shade upon thy right hand. The sun shall not smite 
thee by day, nor the moon by night. {Reader:) The Lord shall 
guard thee from all evil; he shall guard thy soul. The Lord shall 
guard thy going out and thy coming in, from this time forth and 
for evermore. 

A Song of Degrees; of David. I was glad when they said unto 
me, Let us go unto the house of the Lord. Our feet stood within 
thy gates, 0 Jerusalem; Jerusalem that art built up as a city that 
is compact together: whither the tribes go up. even the tribes 
of the Lord, for a testimony unto Israel, to give thanks unto the 
name of the Lord. For there are set thrones for judgment, the 
thrones of the house of David. Pray for the peace of Jerusalem; 
may they prosper that love thee. Peace be within thy rampart, 
prosperity within thy palaces. (Reader:) For my brethren and 
companions’ sakes I would fain speak peace concerning thee. For 
the sake of the house of the Lord our God I would seek thy good. 

A Song of Degrees. Unto thee do I lift up mine eyes, 0 thou 
that dwellest in the heavens. Behold, as the eyes of servants look 
unto the hand of their master, as the eyes of a maiden unto the 
hand of her mistress, so our eyes look unto the Lord our God, 
until he have pity upon us. (Reader:) Have pity upon us. 0 Lord, 
have pity upon us: for we are full sated with contempt. Our soul 
is full sated with the mocking of those that are at ease, with the 
contempt of the proud. 
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A Song of Degrees; of David. If it had not been the Lord who 
was on our side, let Israel now say: if it had not been the Lord 
who was on our side, when men rose up against us. then they had 
swallowed us up alive, when their wrath was kindled against us: 
then the waters had overwhelmed us, the stream had gone over 
our soul: then the proud waters had gone over our soul: Blessed 
be the Lord, who hath not given us a a prey to their teeth. 
{Reader:) Our soul escaped as a bird out of the snare of the fowl¬ 
ers: the snare was broken, and we escaped. Our help is in the 
name of the Lord, who made heaven and earth. 

A Song of Degrees. They that trust in the Lord are as Mount 
Zion, which cannot be moved, but abideth for ever. T he moun¬ 
tains are round about Jerusalem, and the Lord is round about his 
people, from this time forth and for evermore. For the sceptre 
of wickedness shall not rest upon the lot of the righteous, that the 
righteous put not forth their hands unto iniquity. Reader: Do 
good, 0 Lord, unto those that are good, and to them that are up¬ 
right in their hearts. But as for such as turn aside unto their 
crooked ways, the Lord will destroy them with the workers of 
iniquity.

A Song of Degrees. When the Lord turned again the captivity of 
Zion, we were like unto them that dream.

As ar¬ 
rows in the hand of a mighty man, so are the children of youth. 
(Reader:) Happy is the man that hath filled his quiver with them: 
they shall not be ashamed, when they speak with enemies in the 
gate. 

A Song of Degrees. Happy is every one that feareth the Lord, 
that walketh in his ways. When thou shall eal the labor of thine 
hands, happy shall thou be, and it shall be well with thee. Thy 
wife shall be as a fruitful vine, in the recesses of thine house: thy 
children like olive plants, round about thy table. Behold thus 
shall the man be blessed that feareth the Lord. ( Reader : I May the 
Lord bless thee out of Zion: mayest thou see the good of Jeru¬ 
salem all the days of thy life: Yea, mayest thou see thy childrens 
children. Peace be upon Israel. 

A Song of Degrees. To the full have they afflicted me from my 
youth up, let Israel now say; to the full have they afflicted me 
from my youth up: yet have they not prevailed against me. The 
plowers plowed upon my back, they made long their furrows. 
The Lord is righteous: he hath cut asunder the cords of the 
wicked. Let them be ashamed and turned backward, all they that 
hate Zion. Let them be as the grass upon the housetops, which 
withereth before it shooteth forth: wherewith the mower filleth 
not his hand, nor he that bindeth sheaves his bosom: (Reader:) 
neither do they which go by say, The blessing of the Lord be upon 
you; we bless you in the name of the Lord. 

A Song of Degrees. Out of the depths have I cried unto thee. 
0 Lord, Lord, hear my vocie: let thine ears be attentive to the 
voice of my supplications. If thou, Lord, shouldst mark iniqui¬ 
ties, 0 Lord, who could stand? But there is forgiveness with thee, 
that thou mayest be feared. I wait for the Lord, my soul doth 
wait, and in his word do I hope. My soul waiteth for the Lord, 
more than watchmen wait for the morning; yea, more than watch- 
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men for the morning. {Reader:) 0 let Israel hope in the Lord: 
for with the Lord there is loving-kindness, and with him is plen¬ 
teous deliverance. And he shall deliver Israel from all his in¬ 
iquities. 

A Song of Degrees; of David. Lord, my heart is not haughty, 
nor mine eyes lofty; neither do 1 exercise myself in great mat¬ 
ters, or in things too marvellous for me. Surely I have stilled 
and quieted my soul, like a weaned child with his mother; my soul 
is with me like a weaned child. {Reader:) 0 Israel, hope in the 
Lord from this time forth and for evermore. 

A Song of Degrees. Lord, remember for David all his affliction; 
how he swore unto the Lord, and vowed unto the mighty one of 
Jacob: Surely I will not come into the tent of my house, nor go 
up unto the couch of my rest; I will not give sleep to mine eyes, 
nor slumber to mine eyelids: until I find out a place for the, Lord, 
a habitation for the Mighty One of Jacob. Lo, we heard of it in 
Ephrathah: we found it in the fields of Jaar. Let us go into his 
habitation; let us worship at his footstool. Arise. 0 Lord, unto 
thy resting place; thou, and the ark of thy strength. Let thy priests 
be clothed with righteousness; and let thy loving ones exult. For 
the sake of David thy servant turn not away the face of thine 
anointed. The Lord hath sworn unto David in truth: he will 
not turn from it: of the fruit of thy body will l set upon thy 
throne. If thy children will keep my covenant, and my testimonies 
that I shall teach them, their children also shall sit upon thy 
throne, for evermore. For the Lord hath chosen Zion; he hath 
desired it for his habitation. This is my resting-place for ever; 
here will 1 dwell; for I have desired it. I will abundantly bless her 
provision: I will satisfy her needy with bread. Her priests also will 
I clothe with salvation; and her loving ones shall exult aloud. 
Reader: There will I make a horn to spring forth unto David. I 
have prepared a lamp for mine anointed. His enemies will I clothe 
•with shame; but upon him his crown shall shine.

One of the jollotving chapters is read on each Sabbath from the 
Sabbath after Passover until the Sabbath before New Year: 

Chapter I. 

All Israel have a portion in the world to come, as it is said: 
And thy people shall be all righteous; they shall inherit the land 
for ever, the branch of my planting, the work of my hands, that I 
may be glorified. 

(1.) Moses received the Torah" on Sinai, and handed it down 
to Joshua; Joshua to the elders; the elders to the prophets; and 
the prophets handed it down to the men of the Great Assembly. 
They said three things: Be deliberate in judgment; raise up many 
disciples, and make a fence round the Torah. 

(2.) Simon the Just was one of the last survivors of the Great 

* The word Torah is left untranslated. It is variously used for 
the Pentateuch, the Scriptures, the Oral Law, as well as for the 
whole body of religious truth, study and practice. 
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ETHICS OF THE FATHERS Chapter 1 

Assembly. He used to say, Upon three tilings the world is based: 
upon the Torah, upon the Temple service, and upon the practice 
of charity. 

(3.) Antigonos of Socho received the tradition from Simon the 
Just. He used to say. Be not like servants who minister to their 
master upon the condition of receiving a reward: hut he like ser¬ 
vants who minister to their master without the condition of receiv¬ 
ing a reward; and let the fear of Heaven he upon you. 

(4.) Jose the son of Joezer, of Zeredah, and Jose, the son of 
Jochanan, of Jerusalem, received the tradition from the preceding. 
Jose, the son of Joezer, of Zeredah, said. Let tin house he a meet¬ 
ing house for the wise; sit amidst the dust of their feet, and drink 
their words with thrist. 

(5.J Jose, the son of Jochanan of Jerusalem, said. Let thy house 
he open wide: let the poor he the members ol thy household, and 
engage not in much gossip with women. This applies even to one s 
own wife; how much more than to the wife of one’s neighbor. 
Hence the sages say. Whosoever engages in much gossip with 
women brings evil upon himself, neglects the study of the Torah, 
and will in the end inherit Gehinnom. 

(6.) Joshua, the son of Perachyah. and Niltai. the Arbelite. re¬ 
ceived the tradition from the preceding. Joshua, the son of Pera¬ 
chyah, said, Provide thyself a teacher, and get thee a companion, 
and judge all men in the scale of merit. 

(7.) Nittai, the Arbelite, said, Keep thee far from a bad neigh¬ 
bor, associate not with the wicked, and abandon not the belief in 
retribution. 

(8.) Judah, the son of Tahbai, and Simeon, the son of Shatach. 
received the tradition from the preceding. Judah, the son of Tab- 
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bai, said, (In the judge’s office) act not the counsel’s part; when 
the parties to a suit are standing before thee, let them both be 
regarded by thee as guilty, but when they are departed from thy 
presence, regard them both as innocent, the verdict having been 
acquiesced in by them. 

(9.) Simeon, the son of Shatach, said. By very searching in the 
examination of witnesses, and be heedful of thy words, lest through 
them they learn to falsify. 

(10.) Shemayah and Abtalyon received the tradition from the 
preceding. Shemayah said, Love work, hale lordship, and seek 
no intimacy with the ruling power. 

(11.) Abtalyon said, Ye sages, be heedful of your words, lest ye 
incur the penalty of exile and be exiled to a place of evil waters, 
and the disciples who come after you drink thereof and die, and 
the Heavenly Name be profaned. 

(12.) Hillel and Shammai received the tradition from the pre¬ 
ceding. Hillel said. Be of the disciples of Aaron, loving peace and 
pursuing peace, loving thy fellow-creatures, and drawing them 
near to the Torah. 

(13.) He used to say, A name made great is a name destroyed; 
he who does not increase his knowledge decreases it: and he who 
does not study deserves to die; and he who makes a worldly use 
of the crown of the Torah shall waste away. 

(14.) He used to say, If I am not for myself, who will be for 
me? And being for my own self, what am I? And if not now, 
when? 

(15.) Shammai said, Fix a period for thy study of the Torah; 
say little and do much, and receive all men with a cheerful coun¬ 
tenance. 

(16.) Kabban Gamaliel said, Provide thyself a teacher, and be 
quiet of doubt, and accustom not thyself to give tithes by a con¬ 
jectural estimate. 

(17.) Simeon, his son, said, All my days I have grown up 
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amongst the wise, and I have found nought of better service than 
silence; not learning but doing is the chief thing; and whosoever 
is profuse of words causes sin. 

(18.) Rabban Simeon, the son of Gamaliel, said, By three things 
is the world preserved: by truth, by judgment, and by peace, as it 
is said, Judge ye the truth and the judgment of peace in your gates. 

Rabbi Chananya, the son of Akashya, said. The Holy One, 
blessed be he, was pleased to make Israel worthy: wherefore he 
gave them a copious Torah and many commandments, as it is said, 
It pleased the Lord, for his righteousness’ sake to magnify the 
Torah and make it honorable.

(1.) Rabbi said, Which is the right course that man should 
choose for himself? That which he feels to be honorable to him¬ 
self, and which also brings him honor from mankind. Be heedful 
of a light precept as of a grave one, for thou knowest not the grant 
of reward for each precept. Reckon the loss incurred by the ful¬ 
filment of a precept against the reward secured by its observance, 
and the gain gotten by a transgression against the loss it involves. 
Reflect upon three things, and thou wilt not come within the power 
of sin: Know what is above thee—a seeing eye, and a hearing ear, 
and all thy deeds written in a book. 

(2.) Rabban Gamaliel, the son of Rabbi Judah, the Prince, said, 
An excellent thing is the study of the Torah combined with some 
worldly occupation, for the labor demanded by them both makes 
sin to be forgotten. All study of the Torah without work must it? 
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the end be futile and become the cause of sin. Let all who are 
employed with the congregation act with them for Heaven’s sake, 
for then the merit of their fathers sustains them, and their right¬ 
eousness endures for ever. And as for. you. (God will then say,) 

I account you worthy of great reward, as if you had wrought it 
all yourselves. 

(3.) Be on your guard against the ruling power: for they who 
exercise it draw no man near to them except for their own inter¬ 
ests; appearing as friends when it is to their own advantage, they 
stand not by a man in the hour of his need. 

(4.) He used to say, Do his will as if it were thy will, that he 
may do thy will as if it were his will. Nullify thy will before his 
will, that he may nullify the will of others before thy will. 

(5.) Hillel said, Separate not thyself from the congregation; 
trust not in thyself until the day of thy death; judge not thy neigh¬ 
bor until thou art come into his place; and say not anything 
which cannot be understood at once, in the hope that it will be 
understood in the end; neither say, When I have leisure 1 will 
study; perchance thou will have no leisure. 

(6.) He used to say, An empty-headed man cannot be a sin fear¬ 
ing man, nor can an ignorant person be pious, nor can a shame¬ 
faced man learn, nor a passionate man teach, nor can one engaged 
overmuch in business grow wise. In a place where there are no 
men, strive to be a man. 

(7.) Moreover, he saw a skull floating on the surface of the 
water: he said to it, Because thou hast drowned others, they have 
drowned thee, and at the last they that drowned thee shall them¬ 
selves be drowned. 

(8.) He used to say, The more flesh, the more worms; the more 
property, the more anxiety; the more women, the more witchcraft; 
the more maid-servants, the more lewdness; the more men-serv- 
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ants, the more robbery:—the more Torah, the more life; the more 
schooling, the more wisdom; the more counsel, the more under¬ 
standing; the more charity, the more peace, lie who has acquired 
a good name, has acquired it for himself : he who has acquired foi 
himself words of Torah, has acquired for himself life in the world 
to come. 

(9.) Rabban Jochanan, the son of Zacchai, received the tradi¬ 
tion from Hillel and Shammai. He used to say. It thou hast learnt 
much Torah, ascribe not any merit to thyself, for thereunto wast 
thou created. 

(10.) Rabban Jochanan, the son of Zacchai, had live disciples, 
and these are they, Rabbi Eliezer, the son of Hyrcanus, Rabbi 
Joshua, the son of Chananya, Rabbi Jose, the Priest, Rabbi Si¬ 
meon, the son of Nathaniel, and Rabbi Eleazar, the son of Arach. 

(11.) He used thus to recount their praise: Eliezer, the son of 
Hyrcanus, is a cemented cistern, which loses not a drop: Joshua, 
the son of Chananya—happy is she that bare him;—Jose the 
Priest, is a pious man; Simeon, the son of Nathaniel, is a fearer 
of sin; Eleazar, the son of Arach, is like a spring flowing with 
ever-sustained vigor. 

(12.) He used to say, If all the sages of Israel were in one scale 
of the balance, and Eliezer, the son of Hyrcanus, in the other, he 
would outweigh them all. Abba Saul said in his name, If all the 
sages of Israel were in one scale of the balance, and Eliezer. the 
son of Hyrcanus, also with them, and Eleazar, the son of Arach, 
in the other scale ,he would outweigh them all. 

(13.) He said to them, Go forth and see which is the good way 
to which a man should cleave. R. Eliezer said, A good eye; R- 
Joshua said, A good friend; R. Josee said, A good neighbor; R* 
Simeon said, One who forsees the fruit of an action; R. Eleazar 
said, A good heart. Thereupon he said to them, I approve the 
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words of Eleazar, the son of Arach, rather than your words, for 
in his words yours are included. 

(14.) He said to them, Go forth and see which is the evil way 
that a man should shun. R. Eliezer said, An evil eye: R. Joshua 
said, A bad friend, R. Jose said, A bad neighbor: R. Simeon said. 
One who borrows and does not repay,—it is the same whether one 
borrows from man or from the all-present God: as it is said. I he 
wicked borroweth, and payeth not again, but the righteous dealeth 
graciously and giveth; R. Eleazar said, A had heart. Thereupon 
he said to them, I approve the words of Eleazar, the son of Arach, 
rather than your words, for in his words yours are included. 

(15.) They each said three things. R. Eliezer said, Let thy 
friend’s honor be as dear to thee as thine own; and he not easily 
moved to anger; and repent one day before thy death. And (he 
further said), Warm thyself by the fire of the wise; but beware 
of their glowing coals, lest thou be burnt, for their bite is the bite 
of the fox, and their sting is the scorpion’s sling, and their hiss is 
the serpent’s hiss, and all their words are like coals of fire. 

(16.) R. Joshua said, The evil eye, the evil inclination, and 
hatred of his fellow-creatures put a man out of the world. 

(17.) R. Jose said, Let the property of thy friend be as dear to 
thee as thine own; qualify thyself for the study of the Torah, 
since the knowledge of it is not an inheritance of thine, and let all 
thy deeds be done for the sake of Heaven. 

(18.) R. Simeon said, Be careful to read the Shema’ and to 
say the Amidah: and when thou prayest, regard not thy prayer as 
a fixed mechanical task, but as an appeal for mercy and grace be¬ 
fore the All-present, as it said. For he is gracious and full of 
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mercy, slow to anger, and abounding in loving-kindness, and re- 
penteth him of the evil; and be not wicked in thine own esteem. 

(19.) R. Eleazar said, Be watchful in the study of the Torah, 
and know what answer to give to the unbeliever; know also before 
whom thou toilest, and who thy employer is, who will pay thee the 
reward of thy labor. 

(20.) Rabbi Tarphon said, The day is short, and the work is 
great, and the laborers are sluggish, and the reward is much, and 
the Master of the house is urgent. 

(21.) He used also to say, It is not thy duly to complete the 
work, but neither art thou free to desist from it: if thou hast 
studied much Torah, much reward will be given thee: and faith¬ 
ful is thy employer to pay thee the reward of thy labor; and 
know that the grant of reward unto the righteous will be in the 
time to come. 

Rabbi Chananya, the son of Akashya, said. The Holy One, 
blessed be he, was pleased to make Israel worthy: wherefore he 
gave them a copious Torah and many commandments, as it is 
said, It pleased the Lord, for his righteous’ sake, to magnify the 
Torah and make it honorable.

Chapter III. 

All Israel have a portion in the world to come, as it is said: 
And thy people shall be all righteous; they shall inherit the land 
for ever, the branch of my planting, the work of my hands, that I 
may be glorified. 

(1.) Akabya, the son of Mahalalel, said, Reflect upon three 
things, and thoii wilt not come within the power of sin: know 
whence thou earnest, and whither thou art going, and before 
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whom thou wilt in future have to give account and reckoning. 
Whence thou earnest:—from a putrefying drop; whither thou art 
going:— to a place of dust, worms and maggots; and before whom 
thou wilt in future have to give account and reckoning:—before 
the Supreme King of kings, the Holy One, blessed 1 He. 

(2.) R. Chanina, the Vice-High-Priest, said. IV j or the wel¬ 
fare of the government, since but for the fear then men would 
swallow each other alive. 

(3.) R. Chananya, the son of Teradyon, said. If two sit together 
and interchange no words of Torah, they are a meeting of scorn- 
ers, concerning whom it is said. The godly man sitleth not in the 
seat of the scorners; but if two sit together and interchange words 
of Torah, the Divine Presence abides between them; as it is said. 
Then they that feared the Lord spake one with the oilier: and the 
Lord hearkened and heard, and a book of remembrance was writ¬ 
ten before him, for them that feared the Lord, and that thought 
upon his name. Now, the Scripture enables me to draw this infer¬ 
ence in respect to two persons: whence can it be deduced that if 
even one person sedulously occupies himself with the Torah, the 
Holy One. blessed be he, appoints unto him a reward? Because it 
is said. Though he sit alone, and meditate in stillness, yet he taketh 
it (the reward) upon him. 

(4.) R. Simeon said, if three have eaten at a table and have 
spoken there no words of Torah, it is as if they had eaten of sac¬ 
rifices to dead idols, of whom it is said. For all their tables are 
full of vomit and filthiness; the All-present is not (in their 
thoughts). But if three have eaten at a table and have spoken 
there words of Torah, it is as if they had eaten at the table of the 
All-present, to which the Scripture may be applied. And he said 
unto me. This is the table that is before the Lord. 

(5.) R. Chanina, the son of Chachinai, said. He who keeps 
awake at night, and goes on his way alone, while turning his 
heart to vanity, such a one forfeits his own life. 
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(6.) R. Nechunya, son of Hakkanah, said, whosoever receives 
upon himself the yoke of the Torah, from him the yoke of the 
kingdom and the yoke of worldly care will he removed; hut who¬ 
soever breaks off from him the yoke of the Torah, upon him will 
be laid the yoke of the kingdom and the yoke of worldly care. 

(7.) R. Chalafla, the son of Dosa, of the village of Chananya, 
said, When ten people sit together and occupy themselves with the 
Torah, the Shechinah abides among them, as it is said God stand- 
eth in the congregation of the godly. And whence can it be 
shown that the same applies to five? Because it is said. He hath 
founded his band upon the earth. And whence can it be shown 
that the same applies to three? Because it is said. He judgeth 
among the judges. And whence can it be shown that the same 
applies to two? Because it is said. Then they that feared the Lord 
spake one with the other; and the Lord hearkened, and heard. And 
whence can it be shown that the same applies even to one? Be¬ 
cause it is said. In every place where I cause my name to be re¬ 
membered I will come unto thee and I will bless thee. 

(8.) R. Eleazar, of Bertotaha, said, Give unto him of what is 
his, seeing that thou and what thou hast are his: this is also 
found expressed by David, who said, for all things come of thee, 
and of thine own we have given thee. 

(9.) R. Jacob said. He who is walking by the way and studying, 
and breaks off his study and says, How fine is that tree, how fine 
is that fallow, him the Scripture regards as if he had forfeited his 
life. 

(10.) R. Dostai, the son of Jannai, said in the name of R. Meir, 
Whosoever forgets one word of his study, him the Scripture re¬ 
gards as if he had forfeited his life, for it is said. Only take heed 
to thyself, and keep thy soul diligently, lest thou forget the things 
which thine eyes have seen. Now, one might suppose that the 
same result follows even if a man’s study has been too hard for 
him. To guard against such an inference, it is said, And lest they 
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depart from thy heart all the days of thy life. Thus, a person’s 
guilt is not established until he deliberately and of set purpose 
removes those lessons from his heart. 

(11.) R. Chanina, the son of Dosa, said. He in whom the fear 
of sin comes before wisdom, his wisdom shall endure; but he in 
whom wisdom comes before the fear of sin, his wisdom will not 
endure. 

(12.) He used to say, He whose works exceed his wisdom, his 
wisdom shall endure; but he whose wisdom exceeds his works, his 
wisdom will not endure. 

(13.) He used to say, He in whom the spirit of his fellow-crea¬ 
tures takes delight, in him the Spirit of the All-present takes de¬ 
light; and he in whom the spirit of his fellow-creatures takes 
delight, in him the Spirit of the All-present takes not delight. 

(14.) R. Dosa, the son of Horkinas, said, morning sleep, and 
midday wine, and children’s talk, and attending the houses of as¬ 
sembly of the ignorant put a man out of the world. 

(15.) R. Eleazar Hammudai said, He who profanes things sac¬ 
red, and despises the festivals, and puts his fellow man to shame 
in public, and makes void the covenant of Abraham our father, 
and makes the Torah bear a meaning other than the right, such 
a one, even though knowledge of the Torah and good deeds be his, 
has no share in the world to come. 

(16.) R. Ishmael said, be submissive to a superior, affable to 
a suppliant, and receive all men with cheerfulness. 

(17.) R. Akiba said, Jesting and levity lead a man no to lewd¬ 
ness. The Massorah* is a fence to the Torah; tithes are a fence to 
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riches; vows are a fence to abstinence; wisdom is a fence to sil¬ 
ence. 


(18.) He used to say, Beloved is man, for he was created in the 
image of God; but it was by a special love that it was made known 
to him that he was created in the image of God. as il is said, For 
in the image of God made he man. Beloved are Israel, for they 
were called children of the All-present: but il was by a special 
love that it was made known to them that they were called children 
of the All-present, as it is said, Ye are children unto the Lord your 
God. Beloved are Israel, for unto them was given the desirable 
instrument; but it was by a special love that it was made known 
to them that that desirable instrument was theirs, through which 
the world was created, as it is said, For I give you good doctrine; 
forsake ye not my Law. 

(19.) Everything is forseen, yet freedom of choice is given: and 
the world is judged by grace, yet all is according to the amount 
of the work. 

(20.) He used to say, Everything is given on pledge, and a net 
is spread for all the living: the shop is’open; and the dealer gives 
credit; and the ledger lies open; and the hand writes; and whoso¬ 
ever wishes to borrow may come and borrow; but the collectors 
regularly make their daily round, and exact payment from man 
whether he be content or not; and they have that whereon they 
can rely in their demand; and the judgment is a judgment of 
truth; and everything is prepared for the feast. 

(21.) R. Eleazar, the son of Azaryah, said, Where there is no 
Torah, there are no manners; where there are no manners, there 
is no Torah: where there is no wisdom, there is no fear of God; 
where there is no fear of God, there is no wisdom: where there is 
no knowledge, there is no understanding; where there is no under- 
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standing, there is no knowledge; where there is no meal, there is 
no Torah; where there is no Torah, there is no meal. 


(22.) He used to say, He whose wisdom exceeds his works, to 
what is he like? To a tree whose branches are many, but whose 
roots are few; and the wind comes and plucks il up and overturns 
it upon its face, as it is said, And he shall be like a lonely juniper 
tree in the desert, and shall not see when good comelh: but shall 
inhabit the parched places in the wilderness, a salt land and not 
inhabited. But he whose works exceed his wisdom, to what is he 
like? To a tree whose branches are few, but whose roots are 
many, so that even if all the winds in the world come and blow 
upon it, it cannot be stirred from its place, as it said. And he shall 
be as a tree planted by the waters; and that spreadeth out its roots 
by the river, and shall not perceive when heat comelh. but his leaf 
shall be green; and shall not be troubled in the year of drought, 
neither shall cease from yielding fruit. 

(23.) R. Eleazar Chisma said, The laws concerning the sacri¬ 
fices of birds and the purification of women are ordinances of 
moment; astronomy and geometry are the after-courses of wisdom. 

Rabby Chananya, the son of Akashya, said, The Holy One, 
blessed be he, was pleased to make Israel worthy; wherefore he 
gave them a copious Torah and many commandments, as it is 
said, It pleased the Lord, for his righteousness’ sake, to magnify 
the Torah and make it honorable.

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Chapter IV. 

All Israel have a portion in the world to come, as it is said:

(1.) Ben Zoma said, Who is wise? He who learns from all 
men, as it is said, From all my teachers I have gotten understand¬ 
ing. Who is mighty? He who subdues his passions, as it is said, 
He that is slow to anger is better than the mighty, and he that 
ruleth over his spirit than he that takelh a city. Who is rich } 
He who rejoices in his portion, as it said. When thou eatest the 
labor of thine hands, happy art thou, and it shall be well with 
thee; happy art thou in this world, and it shall he well with thee 
in the world to come. Who is honored? He who honors others, as 
it is said, For them that honor me I will honor, and they that de¬ 
spire me shall be held in contempt. 

(2.) Ben Azzai said, Run to do even a slight precept, and flee 
from transgression: for precept draws precept in its train, and 
transgression, transgression; for the recompense of a precept is a 
precept, and the recompense of a transgression, a transgression. 

(3.) He used to say, Despise not any man, and carp not at any¬ 
thing; for there is not a man that has not his hour, and there is 
not a thing that has not its place. 

(4.) R. Levitas, of Jabneh, said, Be exceedingly lowly of spirit, 
since the hope of man is but the worm. 

(5.) R. Jochanan, the son of Berokah, said, Whosoever profanes 
the Name of Heaven in secret will suffer the penalty for it in pub¬ 
lic; and this, whether the Heavenly Name be profaned in ignor¬ 
ance or in wilfulness. 
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(6.) R. Ishmael. his son. said. He who learns in order to teach, 
to him the means will be vouchsafed both to learn and to teach; 
but he who learns in order to practice, to him the means will be 
vouchsafed to learn and to teach, to observe and to practice. 

(7.) R. Zadok said. Separate not thyself from the congregation; 
(in the judge’s office) act not the counsel’s part: make not of the 
Torah a crown wherewith to aggrandize thyself, nor a spade 
wherewith to dig. So also used Hillel to say. He who makes a 
worldly use of the crown of the Torah shall waste away. Hence 
thou mayest infer, that whosoever derives a profit for himself from 
the words of the Torah is helping on his own destruction. 

(8.) R. Jose said, Whosoever honors the Torah will himself be 
honored by mankind, but whosoever dishonors the Torah will him¬ 
self be dishonored by mankind. 

(9.) R. Ishmael, his son, said, He who shuns the judicial ofiice 
rids himself of hatred, robbery and vain swearing; but he who 
presumptuously lays down decisions is foolish, wicked and of an 
arrogant spirit. 

(10.) He used to say. Judge not alone, for none may judge alone 
save One: neither say (to thy judicial colleagues), Accept my 
view, for the choice is theirs (to concur); and it is not for thee 
(to compel concurrence). 

(11.) R. Jonathan said, whosoever fulfils the Torah in the 
midst of poverty shall in the end fulfill in the midst of wealth; 
and whosoever neglects the Torah in the midst of wealth shall in 
the end neglect it in the midst of poverty. 

(12.) R. Meir said, Lessen thy toil for worldly goods, and be 
busy in the Torah; be humble of spirit before all men; if you 
neglect the Torah, many causes for neglecting it will present them¬ 
selves to thee, but if you toil in the Torah, He has abundant recom¬ 
pense to give thee. 
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(13.) R. Eliezer, the son of Jacob, said, he who does one precept 
has gotten himself one advocate; and he who commits one trans¬ 
gression has gotten himself one accuser. Repentance and good 
deeds are as a shield against punishment. 

(14.) R. Jochanan. the sandal maker, said, Every assembly 
which is in the Name of Heaven will in the end be established, but 
that which is not in the Name of Heaven will not in the end be 
established. 

(15.) R. Eleazar, the son of Shammua, said. Let the honor 
of thy disciple be as dear to thee as thine own. and the honor of 
thine associate be like the fear of thy master, and the fear of thy 
master like the fear of Heaven. 

(16.) R. Judah said, Be cautious in study, for an error in study 
may amount to presumptuous sin. 

(17.) R. Simeon said, There are three crowns: the crown of 
the Torah, the crown of the priesthood, and the crown of the 
kingdom but the crown of a good name excels them all. 

(18.) R. Nehorai said, Wander forth to a home of the Torah, 
and say not that the Torah will come after thee; for there thy 
associates will establish thee in the possession of it; and lean not 
upon thine own understanding. 

(19.) R. Jannai said, It 'is not in our power to explain either 
the prosperity of the wicked or the afflictions of the righteous. 

(20.) R. Mattithyah, the son of Cheresh, said, Be beforehand in 
the salutation of peace to all men; and be rather a tail to lions 
than a head to foxes. 

(21.) R. Jacob said, This world is like a vestibule before the 
world to come; prepare thyself in the vestibule, that thou mayest 
enter into the hall. 
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(22.) He used to say, Better is one hour of repentance and good 
deeds in this world than the whole life of the world to come; and 
better is one hour of blissfulness of spirit in the world to come 
than the whole life of this world. 

(23.) R. Simeon, the son of Eleazar, said. Do not appease thy 
fellow in the hour of his anger, and comfort him not in the hour 
when his dead lies before him, and question him not in the hour 
of his vow, and strive not to see him in the hour of his disgrace. 

(24.) Samuel the younger used to quote. Rejoice not when 
thine enemy falleth, and let not thine heart be glad when he 
stumbleth: lest the Lord see it and it displease him, and he 
turn away his wrath from him. 

(25.) Elisha, the son of Abuyah, said. If one learns as a child, 
what is it like? Like ink written on clean paper. If one learns as 
an old man, what is it like? Like ink written on blotted paper. 

(26.) R. Jose, the son of Judah, of Chephar Babli, said. He 
who learns from the young, to what is he like? To one who eats 
unripe grapes, and drinks wine from his vat. And he who learns 
from the old, to what is he like? To one who eats ripe grapes, 
and drinks old wine. 

(27.) R. Meir said, Look not at the flask, but at what it 
contains;there may be a new flask full of old wine, and an old 
flask that has not even new wine in it. 

(28.) R. Eleazar Hakkappar said, Envy, cupidity and ambition 
take a man from the world. 
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(29.) He used to say, They that are born are destined to die; 
and the dead to be brought to life again: and the living to be 
judged, to know, to make known, and to he made conscious that 
he is God, he the Maker, he the Creator, he the Discerner, he the 
Judge, he the Witness, he the Complainant: he it is that will in 
future judge. 

(30.) Blessed be he, with whom ihere is no unrighteousness, 
nor forgetfulness, nor partiality, nor taking ol bribes* know 
also that everything is according to the reckoning; and let 
not thy imagination give thee hope that the grave will he a place 
of refuge for thee: for perforce thou wast formed, and perforce 
thou wast born, and thou livest perforce, and perforce thou wilt 
die, and perforce thou will in the future have to give account and 
reckoning before the Supreme King of kings, the Holy One. 
blessed be he. 

Rabby Chananya, the son of Akashya, said, The Holy One, 
blessed be He, was pleased to make Israel worthy: wherefore he 
gave them a copious Torah and many commandments, as it is 
said, It pleased the Lord, for his righteousness’ sake, to magnify 
the Torah and make it honorable.

Chapter V. 

All Israel have a portion in the world to come, as it is said:

(1.) With ten Sayings the world was created. What does this 
teach us? Could it not have been created with one Saying? It 
is to make known the punishment that will befall the wicked who 
destroy the world that was created with ten Sayings, as well as the 
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goodly reward that will be bestowed upon the just who preserve 
the world that was created with ten Sayings. 

(2.) There were ten generations from Adam to Noah, to make 
known how long-suffering God is. seeing that all those generations 
continued to provoke him, until he brought upon them the waters 
of the flood. 

(3.) There were ten generations from Noah to Abraham, to 
make known how long-sufferir.g God is, seeing that all those 
generations continued to provoke him, until Abraham our father 
came, and received the reward they should all have earned. 

(4.) With ten trials our father Abraham was tried, and lie 
stood firm in them all, to make known how great was the love of 
our father Abraham. 

(5.) Ten miracles were wrought for our fathers in Egypt, and 
ten at the Sea. Ten plagues did the Holy One, blessed be he, bring 
upon the Egyptians in Egypt, and ten at the Sea. 

(6.) With ten temptations did our fathers tempt the Holy 
One, blessed be he, in the wilderness, as it said, And they have 
tempted me these ten times, and have not hearkened to my voice. 

(7.) Ten miracles were wrought for our fathers in the Temple; 
no woman miscarried from the scent of the holy flesh; the holy 
flesh never became putrid; no fly was seen in the slaughter house: 
no unclean accident ever befell the high priest on the Day of 
Atonement; the rain never quenched the fire of the wood-pile on 
the altar; neither did the wind overcome the column of smoke that 
arose therefrom; nor was there ever found any disqualifying 
defect in the Omer (of new barley, offered on the second day of 
Passover), or in the two loaves (the first fruits of the wheat- 
harvest, offered on Pentecost), or in the shewbread; though the 
people stood closely pressed together, they found ample space to 
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prostrate themselves; never did serpent or scorpion injure any one 
in Jerusalem; nor did any man ever say to his fellow. The place 
is too strait for me to lodge over night in Jerusalem. 

(8.) Ten things were created on the eve of Sabbath in the 
twilight: the mouth of the earth; the mouth of the well; the 
mouth of the ass; the rainbow; the manna; the rod: the Shamir: 
the shape of the written characters; the writing, and the tables of 
stone: some say, the destroying spirits also, and the sepulchre of 
Moses, and the ram of Abraham our father; and others say, 
tongs also made with tongs. 

(9.) There are seven marks of an uncultured, and seven of a 
wise man. The wise man does not speak before him who is greater 
than he in wisdom; and does not break in upon the speech of his 
fellow; he is not hasty to answer; he questions according to the 
subject matter, and answers to the point; he speaks upon the first 
thing first, and upon the last, last; regarding that which he has 
not understood he says, I do not understand, and he acknowledges 
the truth. The reverse of all this is to be found in an uncultured 
man. 

10.) Seven kinds of punishment come into the world for seven 
important transgressions. If some give their tithes and other do 
not, a dearth ensues from drought, and some suffer hunger while 
others are full. If they all determine to give no tithes, a dearth 
ensues from tumult and drought. If they further resolve not to 
give the dough-cake an exterminating dearth ensues. 

(11.) Pestilence comes into the world to fulfill those death 
penalties threatened in the Torah, the execution of which, however, 
is not within the function of a human tribunal, and for the 
violation of the law regarding the fruits of the seventh year. 
The sword comes into the world for the delay of justice, and 
for the perversion of justice, and on account of the offence 
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of those who interpret the Torah not according to its true 
sense. Noxious beasts come into the world for vain swearing, and 
for the profanation of the Divine Name. Captivity comes into the 
world on account of idolatry, immorality, bloodshed, and the 
neglect of the year of rest for the soil. 

(12.) At four periods pestilence grows apace: in the fourth 
year, in the seventh, at the conclusion of the seventh year, and at 
the conclusion of the Feast of Tabernacles in each year: in the 
fourth year, for default of giving the tithe to the poor in the 
third year; in the seventh year, for default of giving the tithe to 
the poor in the sixth year; at the conclusion of the seve nth year, 
for the violation of the law regarding the fruits of the seventh 
year, and at the conclusion of the Feast of Tabernacles in each 
year, for robbing the poor of the grants legally assigned to them. 

(13.) There are four characters among men: he who says, 
kVhat is mine is mine and what is thine is thine, his is a neutral 
character:—some say, this is a character like that of Sodom; he 
who says, What is mine is thine and what is thine is mine, is a 
boor; he who says. What is mine is thine and what is thine is 
thine, is a saint; he who says, What is thine is mine and what is 
mine is mine, is a wicked man. 

(14.) There are four kinds of tempers: he whom is is easy to 
provoke and easy to pacify, his loss disappears in his gain: he 
whom it is hard to provoke and hard to pacify, his gains dis¬ 
appears in his loss: he whom it is hard to provoke and easy to 
pacify is a saint; he whom it is easy to provoke and hard to pacify 
is a wicked man. 

(15.) There are four qualities in disciples: he who quickly 
understands and quickly forgets, his gain disappears in his loss; 
he who understands with difficulty and forgets with difficulty, his 
loss disappears in his gain; he who understands quickly and 
forgets with difficulty, his is a good portion; he who understands 
with difficulty and forgets quickly, his is an evil portion. 

(16.) As to aimgiving there are four dispositions: he who 
desires to give, but that others should not give, his eye is evil 
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towards what appertains to others (since aimgiving brings blessing 
to the giver) ; he who desires that others should give, but will not 
give himself, his eye is evil against what is his own: he who gives 
and wishes others to give is a saint: he who will not give and does 
not wish others to give is a wicked man. 

(17.) There are four characters suggested by those who attend 
the house of study: he who goes and does not practise secures 
the reward for going: he who practises but does not go secures 
the reward for parctising; he who goes and practises is a saint; 
he who neither goes nor practises is a wicked man. 

(18.) There are four qualities among those that sit before the 
wise: they are like a sponge, a funnel, a strainer, and a sieve: a 
sponge, which sucks up everything; a funnel, which lets in at one 
end and out at the other; a strainer, which lets the wine pass 
out and retains the lees; a sieve, which lets out the bran and 
retains the fine flour. 

(19.) Whenever love depends upon some material cause, with 
the passing away of that cause, the love too passes away; but if it 
be not dependent upon such a cause, it will not pass away for ever. 
Which love was that which depended upon a material cause? 
Such was the love of Amnon and Tamar. And that which depended 
upon no such cause? Such was the love of David and Jonathan. 

(20.) Every controversy that is in the Name of Heaven shall in 
the end lead to a permanent result, but every controversy that is 
not in the Name of Heaven shall not lead to a permanent result. 
Which controversy was that which was in the Name of Heaven? 
Such was the controversy of Hillel and Shammai. And which was 
not in the Name of Heaven? Such was the controversy of Korah 
and all his company. 

(21.) Whosoever causes the multitude to be righteous, through 
him no sin shall be brought about; but he who causes the multi¬ 
tude to sin shall not have the means to repent (the sins of others 
being beyond the remedial action of his repentance). Moses was 
righteous and made the multitude righteous; the righteousness of 
the multitude was laid upon him, as it is said, He executed the 
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justice of the Lord and his judgments with Israel. Jeroboam, the 
son of Nebat, sinned and caused the multitude to sin; the sin of 
the multitude was laid upon him, as it is said. For the sms 
of Jeroboam which he sinned and which he made Israel to sin. 


(22.) Whosoever has these three attributes is of the disciples of 
Abraham our father, but whosoever has three other attributes is 
of the disciples of Balaam the wicked. A good eye. a humble 
mind and a lowly spirit (are the tokens) of the disciples of 
Abraham our father; an evil eye, a haughty mind and a proud 
spirit (are the signs) of the disciples of Balaam the wicked. What 
is the difference between the disciples of Abraham our father and 
those of Balaam the wicked? The disciples of Abraham our 
father enjoy this world and inherit the world to come, as it is 


said, That I may cause those that love me to inherit substance, 
and may fill all their treasures; the disciples of Balaam the wicked 
inherit Gehinnom and descend unto the pit of destruction, as it 
is said, But thou, 0 God, wilt bring them down into the pit of 
destruction: bloodthirsty and deceitful men shall not live out 
half their days; but I will trust in thee. 


(23.) Judah the son of Tema, said, Be strong as a leopard, 
light as an eagle, fleet as a hart, and strong as a lion, to do the will 
of thy Father who is in heaven. He used to say. The bold-faced 
are for Gehinnom, the shame-faced for the Garden of Lden. (He 
said further) May it be thy will, 0 Lord our God and God of our 
fathers, that the Temple be speedily rebuilt in our days, and grant 
our portion in thy Law. 


(24.) He used to say, At five years the age is reached for the 
study of the Scripture, at ten for the study of the Mishnah, at 
thirteen for the fulfilment of the commandments, at fifteen for the 
study of the Talmud, at eighteen for marriage, at twenty for 
seeking livelihood, at thirty for entering into one’s full strength, 
at forty for understanding, at fifty for counsel, at sixty a man 
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attains old age, at seventy the gray head, at eighty the gift of 
special strength, at ninety he bends beneath the weight of years, 
at a hundred he is as if he were already dead and had passed away 
from the world. 

(25.) Ben Bag Bag said, Turn it (the Torah) and turn it over 
again, for everything is in it, and contemplate it. and wax gray, 
and old over it, and stir not from it, for thou canst have no bettej 
rule than this. 

(26.) Ben He He said, According to the labor is the reward. 

Rabbi Chananya, the son of Akashya, said. The Holy One 
blessed be he, was pleased to make Israel worthy; wherefore be 
gave them a copious Torah and many commandments, as it is 
said, It pleased the Lord, for his righteousness’ sake, to magnify 
the Torah and make it honorable.

Chapter VI. 

All Israel have a portion in the world to come, as it is said: 
And thy people shall be all righteous; they shall inherit the land 
for ever, the branch of my planting, the work of my hands, that 
I may be glorified. 

The sages taught the following in the style of the Mishnah, 
Blessed be he that made choice of them and their Mishnah. 

(1.) R. Meir said, Whosoever labors in the Torah for its own 
sake merits many things; and not only so, but the whole world is 
indebted to him: he is called friend, beloved, a lover of the All- 
present, a lover of mankind: it clothes him in meekness and 
reverence: it fits him to become just, pious, upright and faithful: 
it keeps him far from sin, and brings him near to virtue: through 
him the world enjoys counsel and sound knowledge, understanding 
and strength, as it is said, Counsel is mine, and sound knowledge; 
I am understanding; I have strength: and it gives him sovereignty 
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and dominion and discerning judgment; to him the secrets of the 
Torah are revealed; he is made like a never-failing fountain, and 
like a river that flows on with ever-sustained vigor: he becomes 
modest, long-sulTering, and forgiving of insults; and it magnifies 
and exalts him above all things. 

(2.) R. Joshua, the son of Levi, said, Every day a Bath-kol 
(a heavenly voice) goes forth from Mount Sinai, proclaiming 
these words, Woe to mankind for contempt of the Torah, for 
whoever does not labor in the Torah is said to be under the divine 
censure, as it is said, As a ring of gold in a swine’s snout, so is 
a fair woman who turneth aside from discretion; and it says, And 
the tables were the work of God, and the writing was the writing 
of God, graven upon the tables. Read not charulh (graven), but 
cheruth (freedom), for no man is free but he who labors in the 
Torah. But whosoever labors in the Torah, behold he shall ne 
exalted, as it is said, And from Mattanah to Nachaliel, and from 
Nachaliel to Bamoth. 

(3.) He who learns from his fellow a single chapter, a single 
rule, a single verse, a single expression, or even a single letter, 
ought to pay him honor, for so we find with David, King of Israel, 
who learned only two things from Ahitophel, and yet regarded 
him as his master, his guide and his familiar friend, as it is said. 
But it was thou, a man mine equal, my guide, and my familiar 
friend. Now, is it not an argument from minor to major? H 
David, the King of Israel, who learned only two things from 
Ahitophel, regarded him as his master, guide and familiar friend, 
how much more ought one who learns from his fellow a chapter, 
rule, verse, expression, or even a single letter, to pay him honor.' 
And honor is nothing but Torah, as it is said, The wise shall 
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inherit honor: and the perfect shall inherit good. And good is 
nothing but Torah, as it said, For I give you good doctrine, 
forsake ye not my Torah. 

(4.) This is the way that is becoming for the study of the 
Torah: a morsel of bread with salt thou must eat. and water 
by measure thou must drink, thou must sleep upon the ground, 
and live a life of trouble and in the Torah shall thou toil. If thou 
doest thus, Happy shall thou be and it shall be well with thee; 
happy shall thou be in this world, and it shall be well with thee 
in the world to come. 

(5.) Seek not greatness for thyself, and court not honor; let 
thy works exceed thy learning; and crave not after the table of 
kings, for thy table is greater than theirs, and thy crown is greater 
and theirs, and thy employer is faithful to pay thee the reward of 
thy work. 

(6.) The Torah is greater than the priesthood and greater than 
royalty, seeing that royalty demands thirty qualifications, the 
priesthood twenty-four, while the Torah is acquired by forty- 
eight. And these are they: By audible study; by distinct pronun¬ 
ciation; by understanding and discernment of the heart; by awe, 
reverence, meekness, cheerfulness; by ministering to the sages, 
by attaching oneself to colleagues, by discussion with disciples; by 
sedateness; by knowledge of the Scripture and of the Mishnah; 
by moderation in business, in intercourse with the world, in 
pleasure, in sleep, in conversation, in laughter; by long-suffering; 
by a good heart; by faith in the wise; by resignation under 
chastisement; by recognizing one’s place, rejoicing in one’s por¬ 
tion, putting a fence to one’s words, claiming no merit for oneself: 
by being beloved, loving the All-present, loving mankind, loving 
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just courses, rectitude and reproof; by keeping oneself far from 
honors, not boasting of one’s learning, nor delighting in giving di- 
cisions; by bearing the yoke with one’s fellow, judging him favor¬ 
ably and leading him to truth and peace: by being composed in 
one’s study; by asking and answering, hearing and adding thereto 
(by one’s own reflection) ; by learning with I lie object of teaching, 
and by learning with the object of practicing; by making ones 
master wiser, fixing attention upon bis discourse, and reporting 
a thing in the name of him who said it. So thou bast learned, 
Whosoever reports a thing in the name of him that said it brings 
deliverance into the world, as it is said. And Esther told the king 
in the name of Mordecai. 

(7.) Great is the Torah which gives life to those that practice 
it in this world and in the world to come, as it is said, For they 
are life unto those that find them, and health to all their flesh: 
and it says, It shall be health to thy navel, and marrow to thy 
bones; and it says, It is a tree of life to them that grasp it. and 
of them that uphold it every one is rendered happy: and it says, 
For they shall be a chaplet of grace unto thy head, and chains 
about thy neck; and it says, It shall give to thine head a chaplet 
of grace: a crown of glory it shall deliver io thee; and it says, For 
by me thy days shall be multiplied, and the years of thy life shall 
be increased; and it says, Length of days is in its right hand; in 
its left hand are riches and honor; and it says, For length of days, 
and years of life, and peace shall they add to thee. 

(8 ) R. Simeon, the son of Judah, in the name of R. Simeon, 
the son of Jochai, said, Beauty, strength, riches, honor, wisdom, 
old age and a gray hair and children are comely to the righteous 
and comely to the world, as it is said, The gray hair is a crown 
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of glory, if it be found in the way of righteousness; and it says, 
The glory of young men is their strength, and the adornment of 
old men is gray hair; and it says, A crown unto the wise is 
their riches; and it says, Children’s children arc the crown of old 
men, and the adornment of children are their fathers; and it is 
said, Then the moon shall be confounded and the sun ashamed: 
for the Lord of hosts shall reign in Mount Zion and in Jerusalem, 
and before his elders shall be glory. 

(9.) R. Simeon, the son of Menasya, said, These seven quali¬ 
fications which the sages enumerated as becoming to the righteous 
were all realized in Rabbi Judah the Prince, and in his sons. 

(10.) Five possessions the Holy One, blessed be he, made 
especially his own in his world, and these are they. The Torah, 
heaven and earth. Abraham, Israel, and the house of the sanctuary. 
Whence know we this of the Torah? Because it is written, The 
Lord possessed me as the beginning of his way, before his works, 
from of old. Whence of heaven and earth? Because it is written. 
Thus saith the Lord, The heaven is my throne, and the earth is 
my footstool: what manner of house will ye build unto me? and 
what manner of place for my rest? and it says, How manifold are 
thy works, 0 Lord! In wisdom hast thou made them all: the 
earth is full of thy possessions. Whence of Abraham? Because it 
is written, And he blessed him, and said, Blessed be Abram of the 
Most High God, possessor of heaven and earth. Whence of Israel. 
Because it is written, Till thy people pass over, 0 Lord, till the 
people pass over which thou hast acquired; and it says, As for the 
saints that are in the earth, they are the noble ones in whom is 
all my delight. Whence of the house of the sanctuary? Because it 
is written, The place, 0 Lord, which thou hast made for thee to 
dwell in, the sanctuary, 0 Lord, which thy hands have prepared; 
and it says, And he brought them to the border of his sanctuary, 
to this mountain which his right hand had acquired. 

(11.) R. Jose, the son of Kisma, said, I was once walking by 
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the way, when a man met me, and saluted me, and I returned the 
salutation. He said to me, Rabbi, from what place art thou? I 
said to him, I come from a great city of sages and scribes. He said 
to me, if thou art willing to dwell with us in our place, I will give 
thee a thousand thousand golden dinars and precious stones and 
pearls. I said to him. Were you to give me all the silver and gold 
and precious stones and pearls in the world, I would not dwell 
anywhere but in a home of the Torah: and thus it is written in 
the book of Psalms by the hand of David. King of Israel. The 
law of thy mouth is better unto me than thousands of gold and 
silver; and not only so, but in the hour of man’s departure neither 
silver nor gold nor precious stones nor pearls accompany him, 
but only Torah and good works, as it is said. When thou walkest 
it shall lead thee; when thou liest down it shall watch over thee; 
and when thou walkest it shall lead thee—in this world: when 
thou liest down it shall watch over thee—in the grave; and when 
thou awakest it shall talk with thee—in the world to come. And it 
says, The silver is mine, and the gold is mine, sailh the Lord of 
hosts. 

(12.) Whatsoever the Holy One, blessed be he, created in his 
world he created but for his glory, glory I have created it, 1 have 
formed it, yea, 1 have made it; and it says, The Lord shall reign for 
ever and ever. 

Rabby Chananya, the son of Akashya, said, The Holy One, 
blessed be He, was pleased to make Israel worthy; wherefore he 
gave them a copious Torah and many commandments, as it is 
said, It pleased the Lord, for his righteousness’ sake, to magnify 
the Torah and make it honorable.

The blessings of thy father have pre¬ 
vailed above the blessings of my progenitors unto the utmost 
hounds of the everlasting hills: may they he on the head of Joseph, 
and on the crown of the head of him that is prince among his 
brethren. And he will love thee, and bless thee, and multiply thee: 
he will also bless the fruit of thy body and the fruit of thy ground, 
thy corn and thy wine and thine oil. the offspring of thy kine and 
the young of thy flock, in the land which he swore unto ihy fathers 
to give thee. Thou shalt he blessed above all people: there shall 
not be male or female barren among you, or among your cattle. 
And the Lord will take away from thee all sickness; and he will 
put none of the evil diseases of Egypt, which thou knowest, upon 
thee, but will lay them upon all them that hate thee.

The Lord shall 
command the blessing upon thee in thy barns, and in all that thou 
putlest thine hand unto; and he shall bless thee in the land which 
the Lord thy God giveth thee. The Lord shall open unto thee his 
good treasury, the heavens, to give the rain to thy land in its 
season, and to bless all the work of thy hand; and thou shalt 
lend unto many nations, but thou shalt not borrow. For the Lord 
thy God will bless thee, as he promised thee: and thou shalt lend 
unto many nations, but thou shalt not borrow; and thou shalt rule 
over many nations, but they shall not rule over thee. Happy art 
thou, 0 Israel: who is like unto thee, a people saved by the Lord, 
the shield of thy help, and that is the sword of thy majesty! And 
thine enemies shall submit themselves unto thee; and thou shalt 
tread upon their high places.

And one shall say in that day, Lo, this is our God: we 
have waited for him that he should save us: this is the Lord; we 
have waited for him, let us be glad and rejoice in his salvation. 

0 house of Jacob, come ye, and let us walk in the light of the 
Lord. And abundance of salvation, wisdom and knowledge shall 
be the steadfastness of thy times: the fear of the Lord is his 
treasure. And David prospered in all his ways; and the Lord was 
with him. He hath rescued my soul in peace so that none might 
come nigh me, for they were many that were striving with me. 
And the people said unto Saul, Shall Jonathan die who hath 
wrought his great salvation in Israel? Far be it; as the Lord

iiveth, there shall not one hair of his head fall to the ground; 
for he hath wrought with God this day. So the people rescued 
Jonathan that he died not. And the rescued of the Lord shall 
return, and come with singing unto Zion: and everlasting joy 
shall be upon their heads; they shall obtain gladness and joy, 
and sorrow and sighing shall flee away. Thou hast turned for 
me my mourning into dancing- thou hast loosed my sackcloth and 
girded me with gladness. And the Lord thy God would not hearken 
unto Balaam; but the Lord thy God turned the curse into a bless¬ 
ing unto thee, because the Lord thy God loved thee. Then shall 
the virgin rejoice in the dance, and the young men and the old 
together, for I will turn their mourning into joy, and will comfort 
them, and make them rejoice from their sorrow. 

He createth the fruit of the lips: Peace, peace to him that 
is far off and to him that is near, sailh the Lord, and 1 will heal 
him. Then the spirit came upon Amasai, who was chief of the 
captains (and he said), Thine are we, David, and on thy side, 
0 son of Jesse; peace, peace be unto thee, and peace to him that 
helpeth thee; for thy God helpeth thee. Then David received 
them, and made them chiefs of the band.

Rabbi Jochanan said, In every passage where thou findest the 
greatness of God mentioned, there thou findest also his humility. 
This is written in the Law, repeated in the Prophets, and a third 
time stated in the Writings. 

It is written in the Law, For the Lord your God, he is God of 
gods, and Lord of lords, the great, mighty and revered God, who 
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regardeth not persons, nor taketh a bribe. And it is written after¬ 
wards, He doth execute the judgment of the fatherless and widow, 
and loveth the stranger, in giving him food and raiment. It is 

repeated in the Prophets, as it is written, For thus saith the high 

and lofty One that inhabiteth eternity, and whose name is holy, 

I dwell in the high and holy place, with him also that is of a 

contrite and humble spirit, to revive the spirit of the humble, and 
to revive the heart of the contrite ones. It is a third time stated 
in the Writings, Sing unto God, sing praises to his name: extol ye 
him that rideth upon the heavens by his name Jab, and rejoice 
before him. And it is written afterwards, A father of the fatherless, 
and a judge of the widows, is God in his holy habitation. The Lord 
our God be with us, as he was with our fathers: let him not leave 
us, nor forsake us. And ye that cleave unto the Lord our God 
are alive every one of you this day. For the Lord hath comforted 
Zion: he hath comforted all her w r aste places, and hath made her 
wilderness like Eden, and her desert like the garden of the Lord: 
joy and gladness shall be found therein, thanksgiving and the voice 
of melody. It pleased the Lord for his righteousness’ sake, to 
magnify the Law' and to make it honorable. 

A Song of Degrees. Happy is every one that feareth the Lord, 
that walketh in his ways. When thou shalt eat the labor of thine 
hands, happy shalt thou be, and it shall be well with thee. Thy 
wife shall be as a fruitful vine, in the recesses of thine house: thy 
children like olive plants, round thy table. Behold thus shall the 
man be blessed that feareth the Lord. Reader: May the Lord 
bless thee out of Zion: mayest thou see the good of Jerusalem all 
the days of thy life. Yea, mayest thou see thy children’s children. 
Peace be upon Israel. 

From the beginning of the Month oj Elul until Ninth day oj 
Tabernacles , the jolloiving Psalm is read: 

A Psalm of David. The Lord is my light and my salvation; 
whom I shall fear? The Lord is the stronghold of my life; 
w'hom shall I be afraid? When evil-doers drew nigh against me

to eat up my flesh, even my adversaries and my foes, they stumbled 
and fell.

And their meal offering and their drink offerings as hath been 
ordained; three tenths part of an ephah for each bullock, and two 
tenths part for the ram, and one tenth part for each lamb, with 
wine according to the drink offering thereof, and a he-goat where¬ 
with to make atonement, and the two continual offerings according 
to their enactment, beside the burnt offering of the New Moon 
and the meal offering thereof, and the continual burnt-offerings, 
according to their ordinance, for a sweet savor, an offering made 
by fire unto the Lord. 

On Sabbath say : 

They that keep the Sabbath and call it a delight shall rejoice 
in thy kingdom; the people .that hallow the seventh day, even all 
of them shall be satiated and delighted with the goodness, seeing 
that thou didst find pleasure in the seventh day, and didst hallow 
it; thou didst call it the desirable of days, in remembrance of the 
creation. 

It behooveth us to praise the Lord of all to ascr.’be great¬ 
ness to him who formed the world in the beginning; that he 
hath not made us like the nations of other lands, and hath 
not placed us like other families of the earth, that he hath 
not given unto us a portion as unto them, nor a lot as unto 
all their multitude; for we bend the knee and prostrate our¬ 
selves and make acknowledgment before the supreme King oi 
kings, the Holy One, blessed be he, who stretched forth the 
heavens and laid the foundations of the earth, the abode ot 
whose glory is in the heavens above, and the dwelling of whose 
majesty is upon the loftiest heights.

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upon us, as a father hath mercy on his chilcln n; and if as servants 
our eyes are attentively fixed on thee, until thou he gracious unto 
us, and bring forth our judgment as the light. 0 thou who art 
tremendous and holy. 


Thou rememberest what was wrought from eternity and art 
mindful of all that hath been formed from of old: before thee all 
secrets are revealed and the multitude of hidden things from the 
beginning; for there is no forgetfulness before the throne of thv 
glory, nor is there ought hidden from thine eyes. Thou remem¬ 
berest every deed that hath been done: not a creature is concealed 
from thee: all things are manifest and known unto thee, 0 Lord 
our God, who lookest and seest to the end of all generations.

and let him return unto the Lord, and he will have mercy upon 
him: and to our God for he will abundantly pardon. But thou art 
a god ready to forgive, gracious and merciful, slow to anger, 
plenteous in loving-kindness, and abounding in goodness; thou 
delightest in the repentance of the wicked, and hast no pleasure 
in their death; as it is said, Say unto them. As I live, saith the 
Lord God, I have no pleasure in the death of the wicked: but 
that the wicked turn from his way and live: turn ye. turn ye from 
your evii ways; for why will ye die, 0 house of Israel?

0 my God, guard my tongue from evil and my lips from speak¬ 
ing guile; and to such as curse me, let my soul be silent, yea, 
let my soul be unto all as the dust. Open thou my heart to thy 
law, and let my soul pursue thy commandments. And as to any 
who rise up against me or who devise evil against me. speedily 
make their counsel of no effect and frustrate their design. May 
it please thee, 0 my God and the God of my fathers, not to 
cause the ill-feeling of any man against me, and not to cause 
me to have any ill-feeling against others; that I am not provoked 
to anger and that 1 do not provoke thee to anger: that thou save me 
from evil inclinations; that thou give me a feeling of modesty 
and humbleness. 0 our King and our God, confer thy Name upon 
thy world, rebuild thy City, establish thine house, decorate thy 
temple, gather the banished from exile, redeem thy sheep, and cause 
thy assembly to rejoice. Do thou it for the sake of thy name, do 
it for the sake of thy right hand, do it for the sake of thy Torah, 
do it for the sake of thine holiness, that thy beloved ones may be 
delivered. 0 save with thy right hand and answer me. Let the 
words of my mouth and the meditation of my heart be acceptable 
before thee, 0 Lord, my Rock and my Redeemer. He who maketh 
peace in his high places, may he make peace for us and for all 
Israel, and say ye, Amen. 

May it be thy will, 0 Lord our God and God of our fathers, that 
thy Temple be speedily rebuilt in our days, and grant our portion 
in thy Law. And there we will serve thee with awe, as in the days-of 
old and as in ancient years. Then shall the offering of Judah and 
Jerusalem be pleasant unto the Lord, as in the days of old, and as 
in ancient years.
